EDWARD  G.  MCCANN 

Edward  G.  McCann  passed  away  on  January  4,  2011.  Ed  was  the 
Town  of  Scituate’ s  first  Town  Administrator.  He  began  in  that 
position  on  October  5,  1972  under  the  new  Home  Rule  Charter 
adopted  by  voters  in  March  of  1972.  One  can  only  imagine  the 
challenges  he  faced  as  the  first  person  to  be  in  this  newly  created 
position.  Needless  to  say,  the  many  responsibilities  of  a  Town 
Administrator  and  the  fulfillment  of  these  responsibilities  have  a 
lasting  effect  on  the  community  they  serve.  From  the  appointment  of 
key  personnel  to  the  budget  process  and  the  capital  planning,  having 
someone  who  is  dedicated,  knowledgeable,  ethical  and  has  a  sincere 
desire  to  do  what  is  right  sometimes  under  difficult  circumstances  can 
make  or  break  the  community.  We  found  all  of  these  attributes  in  Ed 
McCann  and  it  is  an  honor  to  dedicate  this  Town  Report  in  his 
memory. 


BARBARA  J.  MAFFUCCI 

Barbara  (Bobbie)  J.  Maffucci  passed  away  on  August  7,  201 1.  Bobbie 
served  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  23  years,  first  as  Assistant  Town  Clerk 
and  in  1991  she  was  elected  Town  Clerk,  a  position  she  held  until

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


201 1  was  a  year  in  which  the  Town  continued  to  face  many  challenges 
in  the  areas  of  finance,  systems,  policies,  use  of  land,  and  one  in  which 
the  Town  made  improvements  to  its  operations  and  infrastructure. 


The  calendar  year  began  with  the  clean-up  from  the  December  2010 
storm.  Scituate  had  visits  from  Senator  Scott  Brown,  U.S. 
Representative  William  Keating,  Senator  Bob  Hedlund  and 
Representative  Jim  Cantwell  and  countless  hours  spent  by  the  Town 
Administrator,  Police  Chief  Stewart,  Fire  Chief  Judge,  Neil  Duggan, 
A1  Bangert  and  many  other  Town  employees  on  the  recovery  effort 
from  this  devastating  storm.  Ultimately  the  Town  did  not  receive 
FEMA  money  for  this  disaster  because  the  county  did  not  meet  the 
“threshold”.  This  prompted  the  Selectmen  to  address  the  Town’s 
seawall  issues  and  ultimately  resulted  in  Town  Meeting  passing 
funding  for  this  effort  with  a  portion  of  the  override  article  that  was 
passed. 

Financially  the  Town,  like  the  rest  of  the  state,  had  to  continue  to  face 
budget  challenges  in  the  areas  of  health  insurance,  pensions  and 
contractual  agreements.  Most  notably  was  the  school  system  which 
risked  having  many  positions  eliminated  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 
The  Board  decided  to  put  an  override  question  before  the  Town  which 
would  temporarily  solve  this  problem  as  well  as  improve  public  safety 
and  allocate  money  for  continual  improvements  to  the  Town’s 
infrastructure.  This  override  narrowly  passed. 

The  Town  Administrator  and  the  Board  continue  to  research  and 
implement  changes  to  improve  the  operations  of  the  Town.  In  March, 
the  long  overdue  position  of  IT  director  was  filled  and  in  the  past  nine 
months  we  have  seen  several  initiatives  that  have  made  our  networks 
more  secure  and  effective.  The  Town  has  made  the  initial  steps  in 
improving  our  Veterans  Services  by  joining  forces  with  Hingham  to 
provide  more  services  to  our  esteemed  veterans.  This  will  continue 
with  the  hiring  of  an  agent  in  Scituate  and  the  formation  of  a  Veteran’s 
Advisory  Council  to  assist  with  the  communication  and  outreach  to 
those  in  need.  Other  improvement  opportunities  of  this  nature  are 
being  researched  in  an  effort  to  improve  services  and  reduce  costs. 
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The  Board  continues  to  look  for  ways  and  ideas  to  entice  economical 
development  in  the  Town.  We  have  appointed  a  committee  to  identify 
possible  projects  and  advise  the  Board  on  possible  implementation. 
The  mission  is  to  identify  alternative  sources  of  revenue  that  could 
help  reduce  the  reliance  on  individual’s  property  tax  to  fund  the  Town 
operations. 

The  Town  of  Scituate  continues  to  be  a  leader  in  “green”  initiatives. 
We  will  shortly  see  the  construction  of  both  a  wind  turbine  and  solar 
array  which  will  generate  a  substantial  saving  in  our  energy  expense. 
In  addition  we  expect  that  the  ESCO  program  will  indicate  several 
other  areas  of  potential  savings.  Town  Hall  and  the  Board  continue  to 
search  for  environmentally  friendly  options  to  improve  our  current 
operation. 

The  year  was  highlighted  by  the  celebration  of  the  Town’s  375 
Anniversary.  There  were  a  number  of  events  organized  by  the  375th 
Committee,  most  notably  the  July  4th  celebration,  which  included 
speeches  by  Brigadier  General  Thomas  Sellers,  Retired  Army  Chief  of 
Staff  George  Casey  Jr.,  Captain  Bob  Whitehouse,  Chief  of  Planning 
and  Force  Readiness  for  the  First  Coast  Guard  District,  “Chronicle” 
host  Peter  Mehegan,  as  well  as  local  officials.  It  was  a  beautiful  event 
on  a  warm  July  day  at  Cole  Parkway,  which  was  a  perfect  setting  for 
the  dual  celebration  of  both  our  country  and  our  town.  Also  included 
in  the  year’s  celebration  was  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  Scituate 
Lighthouse. 

Overall,  the  goal  of  the  Board  is  to  continue  to  make  decisions  that  are 
in  the  best  interest  of  the  entire  Town.  We  will  lead  in  the  long  term 
planning  for  the  Town  and  put  the  necessary  agenda  items  before  the 
residents  for  your  consideration.  In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Town’s  employees  for  performing  their  individual  functions  in  the 
Town.  Your  work  helps  make  Scituate  such  an  enjoyable  place  to 
live.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  of  those  citizens  that  volunteer  on 
the  various  boards  and  committees;  without  you,  many  important  tasks 
of  the  Town  simply  would  not  be  done.  We  look  forward  to  a 
successful  2012.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ADMINISTRATOR 


I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  of  the  Town 
Administrator  for  this,  the  375th  anniversary  of  Scituate’s  founding. 
The  past  year  continued  a  number  of  initiatives  commenced  by  the 
Town  in  previous  years.  Our  financial  position  has  greatly  improved 
since  last  year  as  a  result  of  stronger  financial  and  budgetary  policies, 
increased  revenues,  and  the  support  of  the  community  in  approving  a 
$2.2  million  operating  override  in  May. 


The  Board  and  Advisory  Committee’s  support  of  financial  policies  to 
build  up  the  Town’s  reserves  has  provided  the  Town  with  a  cushion  to 
weather  unexpected  events  and  replenish  the  Stabilization  Fund  for 
costs  incurred  during  the  December  26,  2010  storm.  In  April,  the 
Town  issued  a  bond  in  the  amount  of  $9,756,000.  Standard  and  Poor’s 
confirmed  the  Town’s  rating  of  A  A/Stable,  which  was  very  positive 
given  the  economic  climate  the  past  few  years.  The  financial  team’s 
goal  is  to  obtain  a  bond  rating  increase,  and  we  are  confident  we  can 
achieve  this  if  we  continue  to  follow  the  financial  guidelines  of 
building  up  reserves  and  not  use  Free  Cash  to  subsidize  ongoing 
operating  budget  needs. 

Our  capital  program  continues  to  make  small  steps  in  the  right 
direction.  However,  the  list  of  capital  items  grows  ever  longer  and  the 
Town  must  make  a  commitment  to  addressing  these  needs  that  are  just 
as  important  as  operating  budget  needs.  This  continues  to  be  a 
challenge.  The  override  provided  ongoing  funds  to  address  road 
maintenance  and  seawalls  ($400,000)  which  have  been  critical  areas 
for  the  Town  in  terms  of  infrastructure  improvements.  In  the  same 
vein,  water  and  sewer  repairs  continue  to  be  aggressive  to  make  up  for 
many  years  when  no  substantial  work  was  undertaken.  The 
Musquashicut  sewer  project  is  on  schedule  and  will  be  completed  in 
spring  of  2012.  Our  public  buildings  continue  to  suffer  from  lack  of 
proper  maintenance  and  oversight.  This  need,  coupled  with  the 
Town’s  initiatives  in  sustainable  energy,  such  as  the  Energy  Saving 
Contract  program  (ESCO),  require  an  individual  with  the  education 
and  experience  to  assist  town  officials  in  determining  what  is  needed 
and  to  insure  the  Town  is  getting  its  return  on  investment  for  the 
improvements  already  made.  The  creation  of  the  Facilities  Manager 
position  remains  a  key  priority. 
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In  the  areas  of  human  resources,  the  police  contract  and  clerical  union 
contracts  were  settled  covering  the  period  FY  10  to  FY  13.  Long-term 
contracts  provide  predictability  in  the  expenses  of  the  Town  as  salaries 
make  up  the  majority  of  costs  on  the  town  side.  The  appointment  of 
the  new  Information  Technology  Director  quickly  resulted  in  cost 
savings  and  streamlining  of  software  and  hardware  acquisitions.  It  has 
also  ensured  that  our  data  is  safe  and  has  adequate  protection. 

Much  time  and  effort  was  devoted  this  past  fall  to  reorganizing  our 
Veterans  Services  Department.  The  Town  has  joined  forces  with  the 
Town  of  Hingham  for  a  veterans’  district  and  this  change  is  designed 
to  insure  that  our  veterans,  their  spouses  and/or  dependents  receive  all 
benefits  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

The  375th  Anniversary  Committee  provided  a  wealth  of  programs  and 
activities  during  the  year  and  $10,000  was  provided  by  Community 
Preservation  for  a  book  chronicling  these  events  during  the  year. 
Community  Preservation  funds  also  provided  $60,000  to  undertake  a 
feasibility  study  of  Gates  School.  This  study  will  determine  the 
structural  soundness  of  the  building  as  well  as  recommendations  for  its 
continued  efficacy  as  a  school  or  for  another  purpose,  such  as  a  mixed 
use  community  center/Town  Hall. 

The  wind  turbine  will  be  operational  in  April  of  2012  and  this  will 
help  offset  the  Town’s  electrical  costs.  In  addition,  town  meeting 
approved  the  leasing  of  the  landfill  for  construction  of  a  solar  array 
that  will  further  assist  in  defraying  the  town’s  electrical  costs. 

Slow  but  steady  progress  is  being  made  in  the  operation  and 
management  of  the  town’s  beaches  with  funds  now  provided  through  a 
revolving  fund  that  will  let  us  reinvest  in  the  beaches  and  make  some 
improvements.  This  past  year  the  south  Minot  Beach  entrance  had  to 
be  closed  as  a  result  of  shifting  rocks  under  the  ramp  and  high  bacteria 
counts  forced  the  closing  of  Sand  Hills  Beach  on  multiple  occasions. 
Addressing  these  two  issues  and  finding  adequate  solutions  will  be  a 
priority  next  spring.  Streamlining  the  purchase  of  stickers  is  also  a 
continuing  goal. 

Overall,  the  town  budget  has  had  only  modest  operational  increases 
the  past  two  years.  Our  staff  complement  on  the  town  side  is  14  full- 
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time  equivalents  fewer  than  in  2009.  This  means  employees  are  doing 
more  with  less  despite  increased  state  and  federal  mandates  and  less 
resources.  Despite  this,  we  have  a  talented  group  of  capable 
professionals  and  support  staff  that  care  about  the  services  they 
provide.  My  gratitude  is  extended  to  them  as  well  as  Kim  Donovan, 
Chris  Chessia  and  Sheila  Manning,  the  support  staff  in  the 
Selectmen/Town  Administrator  Office  who  keep  things  moving  and 
on  schedule.  Finally,  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
whose  support  of  new  initiatives,  and  acceptance  of  change  in  order  to 
move  the  Town  forward  has  made  all  the  difference.

In  2011,  the  Town  conducted  an  Annual  and  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
on  April  11,  2011  and  a  special  town  meeting  in  the  fall,  October  25, 
2011.  The  Annual  Town  Election  was  held  on  May  7,  2011.  A 
Proposition  2  !4  override  was  passed  at  both  meetings  in  accordance 
with  Ch  59,  section  21C  of  Mass.  General  Laws. 


As  a  result  of  the  2010  Federal  Census,  the  state  determined  that  the 
Town  of  Scituate  had  experienced  several  relatively  minor  population 
shifts  that  required  some  re-precincting..  New  precinct  maps  were 
drawn  by  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  and  the  state  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  In  accordance  with  State  law,  residents  moved  to 
new  precincts  were  notified  of  the  change.  In  addition  the  changes 
were  set-up  in  the  state’s  Central  Voter  Registration  system.  The  new 
map  will  be  in  effect  for  the  first  time  at  the  March  6,  2012 
Presidential  Primary  election.  There  is  no  change  in  the  number  of 
precincts  (6)  and  the  location  for  voting  remains  the  same  -  the  high 
school  gymnasium. 

Local  re-precincting  was  then  followed  by  State  redistricting.  The 
State  of  Massachusetts’  population  rate  decreased  in  the  ten  years  prior 
to  the  2010.  As  a  result,  the  state  lost  one  congressional  seat.  The 
Town  of  Scituate  is  now  in  Congressional  District  9.  It’s  new 
Representative  will  be  Congressman  Stephen  Lynch  of  South  Boston. 

Because  I  will  retire  this  year  (May  2012)  this  will  be  the  last  Town 
Clerk  section  of  the  Town  Report  that  I  will  be  writing.  My  nine  years 
as  Clerk  are  years  I  will  cherish.  Each  term  has  presented  new 
challenges  and  exhilaration  at  meeting  them  while  maintaining  the 
standards  that  are  so  necessary  for  the  job  of  Clerk. 


I  have  worked  with  wonderful  employees  throughout  the  Town.  The 
spirit  of  cooperation  with  the  Town’s  offices  is  impressive.  Most  of 
all,  in  these  nine  years,  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  has  been  staffed  with 
wonderful  co-workers.  Mary  Sancinito  and  Nancy  Curran  made  up  the 
first  team,  and  Kathy  Curran  and  Judy  Gilligan  are  the  second  and 
ongoing  team.  Thank  you  to  all.  Your  skills  and  integrity  have  been 
the  foundation  of  operations  and  systems  as  well  as  policies  in  the 
Clerk’s  office. 
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In  the  Archives,  we  have  had  many  faithful  volunteers  under  the 
direction  of  Archivist  Betty  Foster.  They  have  accomplished  wonders 
with  the  help  of  Community  Preservation  funds.  Election  workers  in 

Scituate  are  terrific.  It  takes  a  large,  dependable  team  to  process  an 
election  and  we  are  grateful  to  all  who  do  this  really  hard  job. 

Thank  you  all,  it  has  been  an  honor  and  pleasure  to  serve.

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COMMUNITY  PRESERVATION  COMMITTEE 


The  Community  Preservation  Act  (the  CPA  or  the  Act)  was 
adopted  by  Scituate  voters  in  2002.  As  adopted  by  the  voters,  a  3% 
CPA  surcharge  is  assessed  on  all  real  property  tax  bills  with  certain 
exemptions  for  those  meeting  the  requirements.  CPA  funds  collected 
under  the  surcharge  MAY  ONLY  be  expended  for  allowed  purposes 
under  the  Act.  Generally  the  allowed  purposes  are  the  acquisition, 
preservation,  restoration  or  creation  of  open  space,  historical  purposes, 
land  for  recreational  purposes  and  community  housing.  The  CPA 
restricts  CPA  funds  so  that  at  least  30%  of  CPA  revenues  must  be 
expended  for  open  space,  historical  purposes,  and  community  housing, 
10%  for  each  category.  Up  to  5%  of  total  CPA  revenues  annually  may 
be  appropriated  for  administrative  expenses,  with  any  unexpended 
balance  returned  to  the  CPA’s  unreserved  fund  balance  and  not  carried 
over  for  administrative  purposes.  The  remaining  65%  of  CPA  funds 
may  be  expended  as  additional  funds  within  those  3  categories  and  for 
certain  allowed  recreational  purposes.  CPA  funds  may  not  be  used  to 
pay  normal  Town  operating  expenses  or  for  any  purposes  not 
specifically  allowed  under  the  Act. 


Under  the  Act,  a  Community  Preservation  Committee  (the 
Committee  or  CPC)  has  been  established  to  make  recommendations  to 
the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  the  use  of  the  CPA  funds. 
The  9-member  Committee  is  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  is  made 
up  of  4  at-large  members  and  5  Town  board  members  (Planning 
Board,  Conservation  Commission,  Housing  Authority,  Recreation 
Commission  and  Historical  Commission).  Under  the  CPA,  the 
Committee  makes  recommendations  for  expenditure  of  CPA  funds  to 
Town  Meeting  for  approval.  The  Committee  sponsors  all  CPA-funded 
Town  Meeting  articles.  Successful  CPA  initiatives  require  a  positive 
recommendation  from  the  Committee  as  well  as  a  favorable  vote  of 
Town  Meeting.  The  CPC  is  not  a  committee  with  a  project  budget  or 
any  ultimate  authority  to  approve  the  funding  of  CPA  recommended 
projects,  nor  does  any  other  Town  Board  have  authority  to  authorize 
spending  CPA  project  funds.  The  CPC’s  function  is  to  recommend  to 
the  voters  at  Town  Meeting,  the  projects  that  it  finds  both  qualify  for 
CPA  funding  under  the  Act  and  meet  CPA  goals,  while  balancing  the 
needs  or  values  of  projects  competing  for  CPA  funding.  Voters  at 
Town  Meeting  the  final  and  ultimate  authority  on  each  and  every 
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project,  and  are  free  to  vote  yes  or  no  on  each  and  every  project. 

CPA  funds  cannot  be  committed  to  or  used  for  a  project  without  Town 
Meeting  approval,  so  the  voters  ultimately  control  CPA  funds  and  how 
they  are  spent,  or  not,  on  each  and  every  project. 

Since  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  2003,  the  voters 
have  approved  numerous  projects  recommended  by  the  Committee. 
Most  recently,  in  the  category  of  Open  Space  and  Recreation,  funds 
were  approved  at  the  2011  Annual  Town  meeting  for  a  major 
acquisition  of  approximately  48  acres.  The  CPC  is  awaiting  final 
determination  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Executive 
Office  of  Energy  and  Environmental  Affairs  (EEA)  about  an  award  of 
grant  funding  for  this  project.  CPC  was  informed  that  its  grant 
application  for  this  property  acquisition  had  been  placed  2nd  on  its 
waiting  list  for  funding  under  its  Local  Acquisitions  for  Natural 
Diversity  (LAND)  Grant  Program  Assistance,  and  that  there  may  be  a 
secondary  round  of  grant  funding  late  this  spring,  so  the  LAND  grant 
for  this  project  may  yet  receive  funding.  Scituate  has  recently 
received  LAND  grant  reimbursement  for  its  prior  acquisition  in  the 
amount  of  approximately  $479,000,  or  53%  of  the  funds  used  to 
acquire  the  Wheelwright  and  Bjorklund  parcels.  The  CPC  is  actively 
seeking  available  grant  funding  for  its  projects,  and  this  type  of  grant 
funding  even  further  leverages  Scituate’ s  CPA  funds. 

At  last  year’s  Town  Meeting  in  the  historical  category,  CPA 
funding  was  approved  for  major  seawall  repairs  in  the  area  of 
Scituate ’s  Lighthouse  Point,  to  help  protect  the  Scituate  Lighthouse. 
In  addition,  the  Town  closed  on  its  acquisition  of  the  Bates  House, 
approved  as  a  prior  project  and  now  that  property  is  permanently 
protected  as  a  valuable  historic  asset. 

Additional  CPA  funds  were  also  set  aside  for  other  projects 
approved  at  Town  Meeting,  for  community  housing,  and  significant 
fund  balances  exist  for  future  projects  and  allowed  purposes. 

As  a  community  adopting  CPA,  the  Town  receives  CPA  Trust 
Fund  distributions  from  the  State,  in  essence  “matching”  the  Town’s 
contribution  to  CPA.  As  a  community  adopting  the  maximum  3% 
surcharge,  the  Town  of  Scituate  receives  the  maximum  amount  that 
can  be  recovered  from  the  State  in  the  form  of  matching  funds.  The 
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Town  has  received  more  than  $5,329,000  dollars  in  matching  funds 
from  the  State  attributable  to  years  ending  through  fiscal  2011,  plus 
the  LAND  grant  funding  of  over  $479,000,  for  a  total  of  over 
$5,718,000  in  funds  leveraged  from  our  CPA  contributions.  Based 
upon  total  CPA  surcharges  of  $7,571,313  through  fiscal  2011,  this 
represents  approximately  76%  matching  funds  from  the  CPA  trust 
fund  and  the  LAND  grant.  Towns  adopting  lesser  surcharge  rates  do 
not  qualify  for  participation  in  all  rounds  of  matching  funds  from  the 
State  and  will  likely  not  receive  funding  equal  to  the  level  of  the 
matching  funds  provided  to  the  Town  of  Scituate. 


The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  of  the  Town  Boards  and 
members  who  serve  on  and  participate  in  the  CPA  process  by 
providing  their  time  and  their  input  regarding  proposed  CPA  projects. 
The  well  thought-out  evaluations  of  proposed  projects  provided  by  the 
Town  Boards  in  the  various  project  areas  are  an  invaluable  tool  used 
by  the  members  of  the  CPC  in  their  decision-making  process. 


Last  but  not  at  all  least;  the  Committee  extends  its  sincere 
thanks  to  the  voters  and  taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Scituate  for  their 
unwavering  support  of  CPA  over  the  years,  especially  in  these 
challenging  economic  times.  The  Committee  looks  forward  to 
continuing  its  mission  to  protect  and  preserve  our  open  space  and 
valuable  resources  on  your  behalf  in  the  upcoming  year.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  primary  goal  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  to  protect  the 
quality  of  our  natural  environment,  in  particular  our  coastal  and  inland 
wetland  resources.  These  areas  include,  for  example,  freshwater 
vegetated  wetlands,  salt  marshes,  ponds,  rivers,  streams,  vernal  pools, 
beaches,  dunes,  barrier  beaches,  and  coastal  and  inland  areas  subject  to 
flooding.  These  resources  prevent  pollution  and  protect  the  quality  of 
our  surface  and  ground  water  supplies,  provide  flood  control  and  storm 
damage  prevention,  protect  fisheries  and  wildlife  habitat  all  of  which 
contribute  to  the  high  quality  of  life  and  economic  vitality  for  the 
Town  of  Scituate. 

We  welcome  and  the  Town  of  Scituate  is  fortunate  to  have  Jim 
O’Connell  as  our  part-time  agent  with  his  extensive  experience  and 
knowledge  of  coastal  processes  and  coastal  land  use  and  hope  he 
enjoys  working  in  this  demanding  position.  Along  with  many  other 
responsibilities,  he  coordinates  the  efforts  of  Scituate’ s  participation  in 
the  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency’s  Community  Rating 
System  program  which  reduces  the  cost  of  flood  insurance  for  all 
residences  of  Scituate  in  flood  zones,  and  with  Commissioners  and 
dedicated  volunteers  manages  our  conservation  land. 

The  Commission  is  responsible  for  administering  Scituate's  Wetlands 
Protection  Bylaw  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts’  Wetlands 
Protection  Act.  On  a  broader  scale,  we  also  work  with  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  the 
Massachusetts  Office  of  Coastal  Zone  Management,  the  Massachusetts 
and  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agencies,  the  National  weather 
Service,  and  the  United  States  Army  Corps  of  Engineers. 

During  2011,  the  Commission  held  approximately  102  public  hearings 
on  Notice  of  Intents  (proposed  projects  that  come  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission);  54  Requests  for  Determinations  of 
Applicability  (requests  as  to  whether  a  proposed  project  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Commission);  issued  99  Orders  of  Conditions;  37 
Certificates  of  Compliance;  and,  21  Enforcement  Orders. 

The  Commission  has  been  seeking  ways  to  deal  with  increased 
demands  placed  on  its  limited  staff  and  resources.  Development  is  now 
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focused  on  marginal  land.  These  properties  require  careful  oversight 
imposing  increasing  demands  on  the  7  volunteer  members  of  the 
Conservation  Commission.  Every  year  positions  open  up  on  the 
Commission,  so  if  you  are  interested  in  becoming  a  member,  please 
fill  out  an  application  that  can  be  found  on  the  website  at 
www.town.scituate.ma.us  under  the  Selectmen’s  section  or  in  the 
Selectmen’s  Office. 


The  Commission  enthusiastically  supports  acquisitions  of  open  space 
parcels  offered  to  the  town,  either  through  contact  of  individuals  with 
the  Commission  or  Community  Preservation  Committee  (CPC) 
acquisitions.  However,  without  the  CPC,  acquiring  open  space  would 
be  beyond  the  town’s  reach.  The  Commission  appreciates  the  backing 
given  to  CPC  in  the  past  and  hopefully  will  continue  into  the  future.  It 
shows  that  the  townspeople  have  great  respect  and  appreciation  for 
dedicated  open  space  for  conservation  and  recreation  in  the  Town  of 
Scituate  for  all  to  enjoy. 

The  Conservation  Commissioners  and  their  staff  are  specifically 
responsible  for  dealing  with  conservation  matters,  but  they  depend 
upon  citizens  of  the  town  to  provide  additional  eyes  and  ears  in  the 
effort  to  maintain  and  improve  the  environmental  quality  of  life  in  the 
Town.  We  have  issued  a  number  of  Enforcement  Orders  to  property 
owners  that  have  committed  wetland  violations.  Most  of  the  problems 
have  been  solved  quickly  and  easily,  but  this  particular  year,  in  certain 
cases,  the  Commission  has  had  to  resort  to  fining  owners  and 
contractors.  People  just  don’t  realize  how  important  wetlands  are  to 
our  ecosystem.  When  the  Commission  enforces  their  rules  and 
regulations  they  are  only  trying  to  protect  the  areas  within  their 
jurisdiction  for  the  benefit  of  our  citizens  and  future  generations: 
everyone  and  everything  benefits  from  this  protection.  As 
encroachment  continues  tensions  arise  between  neighbors  and  wild 
animals  that  lose  their  homes  to  development,  but  sometimes  continue 
to  call  that  area  home.  If  they  continue  to  lose  their  environment,  they 
will  eventually  become  extinct.  Extinction  is  forever  and  loss  of 
wetlands  and  their  beneficial  functions  is  forever. 


Again,  we  want  to  thank  Paul  Shea  for  stepping  in  and  helping  out  as 
our  part-time  agent  and  now  our  consultant.  We  find  him  to  be  fair  and 
equitable  and  appreciate  the  outstanding  job  he  is  doing. 
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We  are  extremely  saddened  by  the  loss  of  one  of  past  members,  Mr. 
Joseph  Urbanski,  and  wish  his  family  our  very  best. 

The  Conservation  Commission  present  members  in  2011  included 
Frank  Snow,  Scott  Greenbaum,  Anthony  Jones,  Paul  Parys,  and  Penny 
Scott-Pipes.  We  welcome  our  newest  members  Todd  Breitenstein  and 
Kevin  Tufts.  We  would  like  to  thank  our  Associate  Members  Vin 
Bucca,  and  Allan  Greenberg  for  their  help  with  deed  research  and 
negotiations  related  to  land  acquisitions  and  Howard  Matthews  for  his 
work  on  the  Commission’s  trail  systems.  We  continue  to  thank  Carol 
Logue,  Conservation  Secretary,  for  her  outstanding  management  of  the 
day  to  day  operations  of  the  Conservation  Office.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


While  the  pace  of  development  has  continued  to  be  slow,  the 
Planning  Board  had  a  very  productive  year  in  2011.  Twenty-five 
meetings  were  held.  The  Planning  Board  endorsed  twenty  two 
Approval  Not  Required  Plans  and  approved  two  Site  Plan 
Waivers  and  three  Site  Plan  Review  applications.  These  included 
17  New  Driftway  (The  Burger  Bar  and  Duval  Dance  Studio)  and 
a  large  scale  ground  mounted  solar  photovoltaic  installation  at  280 
Driftway  on  the  capped  landfill.  Also  approved  were  one 
Stormwater  Permit,  one  Accessory  Dwelling  Special  Permit,  one 
Common  Driveway  Special  Permit,  and  a  Flexible  Open  Space 
Special  Permit  and  Definitive  Subdivision  Plan  for  Tilden 
Estates,  a  fifteen  lot  development  with  4.9  acres  of  permanently 
protected  open  space  adjacent  to  the  Tan  Brook.  One  Scenic 
Road  application  for  stone  wall  removal  on  Old  Oaken  Bucket 
Road  at  the  Norwell  town  line  was  approved.  The  Planning 
Board  continued  to  work  diligently  with  Town  Counsel  to  obtain 
funds  from  the  developer’s  performance  bond  to  address  severe 
pavement  failure,  erosion  and  other  issues  in  order  to  complete 
the  Walnut  Tree  Hill  subdivision. 


Special  Town  Meeting  in  October,  2011  approved  a  Zoning  Map 
that  included  all  the  previously  adopted  changes  since  1974. 
When  the  approval  of  the  Attorney  General  is  received,  a  new 
map  will  be  printed.  The  Board  had  several  meetings  on 
updating  the  Master  Plan,  adopted  in  2004.  The  Board  will  strive 
to  complete  the  update  in  2012. 

Planning  Board  members  interviewed  and  made 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  establishment  of 
the  Economic  Development  Commission.  The  Board  interviewed 
prospective  members  and  recommended  appointments  to  this 
committee  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  committee,  consisting 
of  the  members  Bill  Logan,  Colin  McNiece,  Jennifer  Morrison, 
Victor  Milligan,  Trish  Dooling,  Jack  Gates  and  Chris 
McConnaughey,  has  made  their  first  quarterly  report  to  the 
Planning  Board.  The  Town  Planner  and  the  Board  are  lending 
their  land  use  guidance  in  helping  the  committee. 
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Planning  staff  obtained  $163,025  in  Green  Communities  funding 
for  the  Town  of  Scituate.  This  money  will  be  used  to  help  pay 
for  energy-saving  improvements  in  Town  buildings.  As  a  result 
of  an  application  initiated  by  the  Town  Planner,  the  Town  was 
chosen  to  participate  in  the  Solarize  Scituate  program,  which 
enabled  30  Scituate  households  to  obtain  a  special  discount  on 
installing  solar  photovoltaic  panels  on  their  homes.  With  the 
approval  of  the  solar  photovoltaic  installation  at  the  capped 
landfill  and  the  ongoing  construction  of  the  wind  turbine, 
Scituate  is  emerging  as  a  leader  in  green  technology. 

The  Town  Planner  continued  to  administer  the  Town’s  elevation 
grant  program.  This  year,  the  Town  received  $132,450  for 
assistance  for  one  home  and  two  utility  elevations,  and  applied 
for  an  additional  for  $532,900  for  elevation  of  three  homes  under 
the  Severe  Repetitive  Loss  program.  Guidelines  for  all  grants 
were  developed  in  conjunction  with  the  Building  Department  and 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Town  has  assisted  the 
elevation  of  over  fifty  homes  with  these  grants. 

Scituate  planners  participated  with  the  Towns  of  Marshfield  and 
Duxbury  to  obtain  $60,000  to  study  and  educate  the  public  on  the 
effects  of  sea  level  rise  on  the  three  towns’  sea  walls  and  other 
public  infrastructure.  Planning  and  DPW  staff  worked  together 
to  have  bike  racks  installed  in  six  key  locations  throughout  town. 
Funding  was  obtained  by  Planning  through  MAPC’s  Regional 
Bike  Parking  Program. 

The  Board  saw  William  Limbacher  and  Robert  Vogel  re-elected 
in  2011.  In  August,  Karen  Joseph  was  hired  as  Planning  Board 
Secretary  and  has  already  become  a  true  asset  to  the  Board.  The 
Board  thanks  the  Design  Review  Committee,  Michael  McGowan, 
Laura  DeLong  and  Hal  Stokes,  for  their  valuable  input  on  several 
projects.  We  also  appreciate  all  of  the  energy,  time  and  thought 
that  the  Economic  Development  Commission  invested  in  their 
positions  and  know  that  the  Town  is  better  for  their  efforts.  We 
look  forward  to  their  continued  eagerness  in  2012.

The  role  of  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  is  to  deliver 
research-based  information  to  Plymouth  County  residents  through 
non-formal  methods.  The  Plymouth  County  Extension  staff  work  on 
behalf  of  Plymouth  County  residents,  in  concert  with  UMass  Amherst 
faculty  and  Extension  staff,  and  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  to  provide  valuable  information  in  the  program  areas  of 
‘Agriculture  and  Landscape’  and  ‘4-El  Youth  and  Family 
Development’.  The  Extension  System  is  supported  by  County,  Federal 
and  State  funds,  and  operates  under  Federal  and  State  laws  and 
agreements.  Local  citizens,  appointed  by  the  Plymouth  County 
Commissioners,  serve  as  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension 
Trustees,  directing  the  overall  program.  Volunteer  advisory  groups 
work  with  Extension  staff  on  developing  programs. 

Cooperative  Extension  resources  and  programs  for  Plymouth  County 
residents  include:  annual  sustainable  gardening  lectures,  annual  fruit 
pruning  demonstration;  ornamental  tree  pruning  lecture,  research, 
information  and  educational  programs  on  pests  like  the  winter  moth 
caterpillar;  pesticide  applicator  training  &  licensing  exams;  the  annual 
UMass  Extension  Garden  Calendar;  landscape  and  horticultural 
training  and  resources  for  municipal  employees  and  green  industry 
professionals;  4-H  Science  and  Technology  workshops  in  the  areas  of 
embryology  and  plant  science;  accredited  overnight  4-El  summer 
camps;  4-H  animal  science  summer  day- workshops;  4-H  Life  Skills 
Training,  4-H  Community  Service  Projects,  4-H  Public  Speaking 
Training,  4-H  Babysitting  Program  and  4-H  partnerships  with  local 
farms  and  agricultural  enterprises.  New  research  findings  are 
translated  into  practical  applications  and  shared  with  residents  and 
communities  through  workshops,  lectures,  conferences,  office  visits, 
phone  calls,  field  demonstrations,  radio,  television,  local  libraries, 
technical  assistance,  and  newspaper  articles.  Publications  such  as 
newsletters,  booklets,  and  fact  sheets  bring  information  directly  to 
those  who  need  it.

The  Committee’s  comments  and  recommendations  on  all  warrant 
articles  and  town  operating  budgets  are  published  in  the  Advisory 
Committee  report,  which  is  available  prior  to  each  Town  Meeting. 

Other  responsibilities  include  the  oversight  and  transfer  of  funds  from 
the  Town’s  Reserve  Fund  ($90,000  FY1 3).  These  transfers  are  for 
“extraordinary  and  unforeseen”  expenses  incurred  by  the  Town,  and 
can  be  executed  without  calling  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 

In  addition,  members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  serve  as  liaisons  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  the  Planning  Board, 
the  Capital  Planning  Committee,  the  Community  Preservation 
Committee,  the  Financial  Forecasting  Committee,  the  Council  on 
Aging,  the  Street  Acceptance  Committee  and  the  Waterways 
Commission. 

The  success  of  this  Committee  as  well  as  other  Town  committees 
relies  on  the  contribution  and  dedication  of  its  members.  In  2011, 
committee  member  Lincoln  Heineman  concluded  his  term,  and  we 
thank  him  for  his  past  contributions.  This  year,  we  are  pleased  to  add 
Karen  Connolly  and  Susan  Daileader,  as  new  board  members.  Both 
have  each  made  significant  contributions  to  the  FY  13  budget  and 
warrant  review  process,  and  we  look  forward  to  their  future 
contributions.  Currently,  the  board  has  eight  (8)  members  and  one  (1) 
open  seat.

The  Inspections  Department  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
State  Building  Code,  the  Gas  and  Plumbing  Code,  the  Electrical  Code, 
Weights  and  Measures  regulations,  State  Disabilities  regulations, 
FEMA  floodplain  regulations  and  the  Town  of  Scituate  Zoning 
Bylaws.  During  the  year  2011,  797  building  permits  were  issued 
representing  over  26  million  dollars  of  construction  work  in  Scituate. 


All  places  of  public  assembly  including  schools,  churches, 
daycare  centers,  nursing  homes,  restaurants  and  private  clubs  are 
inspected  at  regular  intervals  to  ensure  compliance  with  public  safety 
regulations.  In  addition,  over  100  business  establishments  licensed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  inspected  annually  for  life-safety  Code 
compliance. 


It  has  been  a  pleasure  serving  the  citizens  of  Scituate  and  the 
volunteer  Town  Boards  throughout  the  year.  I  wish  to  acknowledge 
my  Department  Inspectors  and  my  office  staff,  Maureen  Galvin  and 
Nicole  Harris,  for  their  indispensable  role  in  making  Scituate  a  safer 
place  to  live  and  a  special  thanks  to  our  youthful  senior  volunteer, 
Mike  Davis.  This  year,  our  longtime  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
Don  Robbins,  retired  from  that  position  but  is  still  with  us  as  an 
assistant  building  inspector.  Our  sincere  thanks  for  a  great  job  in  that 
very  important  service  to  the  Town  of  Scituate.  As  always,  I  am  most 
grateful  to  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  who  provide  invaluable 
support  to  us  in  our  shared  public  safety  mission.

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HARBORMASTER 


The  Harbormaster  is  the  managing  authority  over  Scituate  Waterways. 
He  has  one  full-time  assistant  and  one  business  manager,  who  provide 
operational  and  administrative  support.  He  manages  fourteen  seasonal 
assistants  who  conduct  patrols,  search  and  rescue  missions,  enforce 
MGL  CH  90B  and  local  ordinances,  provide  security  for,  and  maintain 
all  Town  owned  maritime  facilities. 


The  Harbormaster  has  the  overall  responsibility  for  the  operation, 
planning  and  administration  of  the  Waterways  Enterprise  Fund.  He 
provides  fiscal  and  operational  management  of  the  municipal  marinas, 
the  commercial  fish  pier  and  oversees  the  allocation  of  moorings.  He 
is  responsible  for  the  collection  of  fees  for  moorings,  slips,  dinghies, 
permits,  and  tie-ups. 


2011  saw  the  completion  of  several  major  initiatives  and  substantial 
progress  on  several  others. 


In  June  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Fishing  and  Boating  Safety 
completely  rebuilt  the  boat  launching  facility  on  Jericho  Road.  This 
ramp  is  the  primary  ramp  for  hauling  and  launching  vessels  in  Scituate 
Harbor.  The  project  was  funded  by  the  Office  of  Fishing  and  Boating 
Safety  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

Also  in  June,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  adopted  the  Town  of  Scituate 
Waterways  Management  Plan.  This  document,  which  will  provide  a 
roadmap  into  the  future  of  Scituate  Harbor,  was  the  result  of 
collaboration  between  the  Waterways  Commission,  the 
Harbormaster’s  Office  and  the  many  residents  who  attended  the  public 
meetings  that  shaped  the  Plans  content.  Special  thanks  to  former 
Waterways  member  Geoff  Gaughan  and  to  Coastal  Zone 
Management’s  Jason  Burtner  for  their  effort  and  guidance  in 
completing  the  Management  Plan. 

Other  projects  aimed  at  improving  the  functionality,  utilization  and 
aesthetics  of  areas  around  the  Harbor  also  saw  substantial  completion 
in  201 1. 
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Upland  improvements  to  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  will  add  walking 
trails,  landscaping  and  other  amenities  to  the  Park  which  along  with 
the  Scituate  Maritime  Center,  public  marina  and  full  service  boatyard 
has  become  a  focal  point  of  activity  in  the  Harbor. 

A  portion  of  the  Scituate  Harborwalk  extending  from  Front  Street  to 
the  Cole  Parkway  boat  ramp  was  reconstructed  this  year.  The  walkway 
is  adorned  with  landscaping  and  interpretive  signs  so  visitors  can  now 
enjoy  an  educational  walk  along  Satuit  Brook.  Both  projects,  funded 
by  CPC,  are  slated  for  completion  the  spring. 

During  FY11  the  Waterways  Enterprise  Fund  had  $951,196.21  in 
Expenditures  and  $1,123,080.02  in  Revenues. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  all  Town  Departments,  members  of  all 
the  boards,  committees,  and  in  particular  the  Waterways  Commission 
for  their  support  and  assistance. 

I  especially  want  to  thank  the  entire  staff  of  the  Harbormaster’s  office, 
their  vigilance  and  dedication  made  boating  in  Scituate  Waterways  a 
safe  and  pleasurable  experience  for  everyone.

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SHELLFISH  DEPARTMENT 


Clam  digging  in  Scituate  has  remained  a  winter  and  spring  activity 
for  most.  The  State  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  has  recently  opened 
some  of  the  shellfish  beds  in  the  South  River  on  a  conditional  basis 
from  December  1st  to  May  30th.  This  is  the  first  time  these  beds  have 
been  opened  in  twenty  years.  The  North  and  South  River  Watershed 
Association  has  played  a  key  role  in  water  sampling  and  identifying 
sources  of  pollution  in  the  river  corridors.  Much  work  remains  to  be 
done  -  but  their  efforts  should  be  applauded.  A  reminder  whenever 
there  is  a  large  rainfall  event,  the  North  and  South  River  flats  are  usually 
affected  by  the  lowered  salinity  and  increased  fecal  coliform  counts  that 
accompany  the  large  rainfall  events.  Clammers  in  the  winter  and 
spring  months  should  be  wary  of  closures  after  such  events.  These 
closures  will  be  posted  on  the  town’s  internet  site. 

Again  this  past  June,  due  to  the  efforts  of  Mark  Patterson  and  Dave 
Dauphinee,  the  town  acquired  200  bushels  of  contaminated  quahogs  to 
relay  in  the  North  River.  As  of  December,  the  DMF  found  that  these 
shellfish  had  purified  themselves  sufficiently  to  be  harvested. 

A  reminder  that  clamming  licenses  are  only  available  at  the  Town 
Clerk’s  office.

The  Waterways  Commission  meets  monthly,  in  collaboration  with  the 
Harbormaster,  to  discuss  initiatives  and  make  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  improve  our  waterways.  We  focus  on  the  needs 
of  our  commercial  fleet,  recreational  boaters,  sportsmen,  and  everyone 
who  takes  advantage  of  our  natural  waterways  resources.  The 
following  key  initiatives  and  opportunities  were  addressed  this  year: 


Developed  and  implemented  Scituate  Marine  Park 
improvements 

Ongoing  improvements  to  the  Scituate  Marine  Park  including: 


o  Started  implementation  of  the  landscape  project  at  the 
Scituate  Marine  Park  to  be  completed  by  the  spring  of 
2012 

o  The  RFP  for  the  improved  handicapped-accessible 
gangway  and  floats  has  been  drafted  and  will  put  out  to 
bid  for  spring  2012  completion, 
o  Scituate  Boat  Works  has  started  construction  on  their 
new  maintenance  building  and  expect  completion  by 
the  start  of  boating  season. 

o  The  marina  expansion  has  been  completed  and  the 
maximum  income  has  been  attained  through  increased 
slip  usage. 


•  Scituate  Maritime  Center  at  Scituate  Marine  Park: 


o  Continued  to  raise  funds  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
Scituate  Maritime  Center.  The  Maritime  Center 
provides  classroom  and  meeting  space  for  the  Scituate 
Recreation  Sailing  program  and  the  CORSE  program 
which  enables  physically  challenged  children  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  a  week-long  sailing  event. 
For  more  information  please  visit 
www.ScituateMaritimeCenter.com. 
o  The  Scituate  Maritime  Center  Foundation  has  been 
established  to  oversee  the  recreational  use  of  the 
building  and  availability  of  the  facility  to  the  public  for 
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functions.  We  are  very  appreciative  of  all  the 
volunteers,  individual  contributors,  and  corporate 
sponsors  who  have  supported  this  true  community 
effort  in  developing  the  Scituate  Maritime  Center.  This 
facility  has  become  the  centerpiece  of  our  Harbor,  to  be 
used  and  enjoyed  by  everyone  visiting  it. 

•  The  renovation  of  the  Jericho  boat  ramp  has  been  completed 
and  will  provide  improved  access  to  the  water  for  families  in 
Scituate  and  surrounding  communities. 

•  Funding  for  renovation  of  the  Town  Pier  is  being  pursued  and 
we  hope  to  acquire  funding  in  2012. 

•  A  grant  application  has  been  submitted  to  the  Department  of 
Marine  Fisheries  for  an  additional  pumpout  boat  for  Scituate 
Harbor,  and  we  hope  to  have  it  in  service  for  the  upcoming 
boating  season.  We  continue  to  promote  ongoing  education  and 
awareness  of  the  No  Discharge  Zone  designation  approved  by 
the  EPA,  for  all  Scituate  coastal  waterways. 

•  Continued  to  improve  the  importance  of  Scituate  waterways  at 
the  state  and  regional  level. 

•  The  Harbor  Management  Plan  has  been  approved  and 
published  to  help  guide  us  into  the  future  of  Scituate  Harbor 
and  our  coastal  areas. 

•  Reviewed  dock,  marina,  and  mooring  requests  in  the  South 
River  and  Scituate  Harbor. 

•  The  RFP  has  been  completed  for  maintenance  dredging  in 
Scituate  Harbor  and  we  are  presently  working  with  the  town  of 
Marshfield  to  obtain  permitting  and  funding  to  dredge  the 
entrance  of  the  South  River. 

We  look  forward  to  working  with  our  Harbormaster,  Mark  Patterson, 
and  advising  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding  ongoing  waterways 
opportunities  and  issues.  As  always,  we  welcome  your  participation  at 
our  monthly  meetings.  Typically  we  meet  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
each  month  at  7:15pm  at  the  Scituate  Maritime  Center.

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TRAFFIC  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  COMMITTEE 


The  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee  is  an  advisory 
committee  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Committee  provides 
comments  and  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board 
on  a  wide  range  of  traffic-related  issues.  Committee  meetings  are 
generally  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  month.  Additional  meetings 
and  site  visits  are  scheduled  when  required.  Part  of  our  work  each  year 
is  the  review  of  plans  submitted  to  us  by  the  Planning  Board  with 
regard  to  various,  essential  traffic  safety  aspects,  such  as  ensuring 
adequate  access  and  egress  room  for  emergency  vehicles,  projected 
impact  on  intersecting  and  neighboring  roads,  and  adequacy  of 
parking.  The  Committee  also  works  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  by  reviewing  curb  cut  requests  and  providing 
recommendations.  This  year  the  Committee  concluded  its  multiyear 
review  of  the  Town’s  Traffic  Regulations  and  Traffic  Schedules,  with 
the  assistance  of  Chief  of  Police  Brian  Stewart  and  former  Engineering 
Department  supervisor  Paul  Scott,  and  submitted  a  fully  revised  and 
updated  version  of  these  documents  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
their  approval  and  acceptance. 

We  continue  to  work  with  the  Police  Department  in  order  to 
address  a  variety  of  traffic  matters  related  to  public  safety.  As  our 
Town  has  grown,  we  continue  to  receive  more  requests  from  residents 
to  review  issues  such  as  traffic  movement  through  Scituate’s 
neighborhoods,  vehicular  speeding,  pedestrian  safety,  and  signage.  We 
thoroughly  review  each  issue  and  endeavor  to  find  workable  solutions. 
The  Committee  thanks  Board  of  Selectmen  liaison  Rick  Murray  and 
Planning  Board  liaisons  William  Limbacher  and  Robert  Vogel  for 
their  contributions  to  the  committee.  The  committee  also  extends  its 
thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Police  Department,  the  Planning 
Board  and  to  the  citizens  of  Scituate  for  their  support,  guidance, 
understanding  and  cooperation  as  we  continue  our  appointed  work  on 
behalf  of  our  community.

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REPORT  OF  PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

PROJECT 


The  Commissioners  of  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  are  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  of  our  activities 
during  2011. 

The  Project  is  a  special  district  created  by  the  State  Legislature 
in  1957,  and  is  now  composed  of  all  Plymouth  County  towns,  the  City 
of  Brockton,  and  the  Town  of  Cohasset  in  Norfolk  County.  The 
Project  is  a  regional  response  to  a  regional  problem,  and  provides  a 
way  of  organizing  specialized  equipment,  specially  trained  employees, 
and  mosquito  control  professionals  into  a  single  agency  with  a  broad 
geographical  area  of  responsibility. 

As  a  result  of  a  mild  winter  with  abundant  snow  cover,  the 
2011  season  began  with  a  high  water  table  and  above  average  number 
of  spring  mosquitoes.  As  we  expected  the  initial  requests  for  spraying 
were  numerous  following  the  worst  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis 
(EEE)  threat  in  100  years  in  2010.  Efforts  were  directed  at  larval 
mosquitoes  starting  with  the  spring  brood.  Ground  and  aerial 
larviciding  was  accomplished  using  B.t.i.,  an  environmentally 
selective  bacterial  agent.  Over  11,000  acres  were  aerial  larvicided 
using  the  Project  plane.  Upon  emergence  of  the  spring  brood  of 
mosquitoes,  ultra-low  volume  adulticiding  began  on  June  1,  2011  and 
ended  on  September  16,  201 1.  The  Project  responded  to  16,306  spray 
requests  for  service  from  residents.  As  part  of  our  West  Nile  Virus 
control  strategy  a  total  of  58,701  catch  basins  were  treated  with 
larvicide  in  all  of  our  towns  to  prevent  West  Nile  Virus  (WNV). 

In  response  to  the  continued  threat  of  mosquito  borne  diseases 
in  the  district,  we  increased  our  surveillance  trapping,  aerial  and 
ground  larviciding,  and  adult  spray  in  areas  of  concern  to  protect 
public  health. 

The  first  virus  isolations  were  identified  on  July  19,  2011  by 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  a  (WNV)  West  Nile 
Virus  from  a  Culex  pipien/restuan ,  a  bird  biting  species,  in  Cohasset 
and  on  the  same  day  a  Culiseta  melanura,  a  bird  biting  species,  was 
found  to  have  (EEE)  Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis  virus  in  the  town  of 
Bridgewater. 
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The  2011  season  had  a  total  of  34  EEE  isolates,  and  1 1  WNV 
trapped  in  Plymouth  County  as  follows:

Based  on  guidelines  defined  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health’s  “Vector  Control  Plan  to  Prevent  EEE”  in 
Massachusetts,  the  season  began  with  23  Plymouth  County  towns  at 
“Low  Level”  and  4  towns  at  the  “Moderate  Level”  for  EEE  risk 
category.  The  season  ended  with  19  Plymouth  County  towns  at  “Low 
Level”  and  5  towns  at  the  “Moderate  Level”  for  EEE  Risk  and  4  towns 
at  “high  level”  EEE  risk  category.  In  2011  there  were  no  human  or 
horse  cases  as  a  result  of  contracting  EEEV  or  WNV  in  Plymouth 
County. 

The  public  health  problem  of  EEE  and  WNV  continues  to 
ensure  cooperation  between  the  Plymouth  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project,  local  Boards  of  Health  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health.  In  an  effort  to  keep  the  public  informed,  EEE  and 
WNV  activity  updates  are  regularly  posted  on  The  Plymouth  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project  website  www.plymouthmosquito.org  and 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health  website  at 
www.state.ma.us/dphAvnv/wnvl  .htm. 

The  figures  specific  to  the  town  of  Scituate  are  given  below. 
While  mosquitoes  do  not  respect  town  lines  the  information  given 
below  does  provide  a  tally  of  the  activities  which  have  had  the  greatest 
impact  on  the  health  and  comfort  of  Scituate  residents. 

Insecticide  Application.  1,534  acres  were  treated  using  truck 
mounted  sprayers  for  control  of  adult  mosquitoes.  More  than  one 
application  was  made  to  the  same  site  if  mosquitoes  reinvaded  the 
area.  The  first  treatments  were  made  in  June  and  the  last  in 
September. 

During  the  summer  3,278  catch  basins  were  treated  to  prevent 
the  emergence  of  Culex  pipiens,  a  known  mosquito  vector  in  West 
Nile  Virus  transmission. 

Our  greatest  effort  has  been  targeted  at  mosquitoes  in  the  larval 
stage,  which  can  be  found  in  woodland  pools,  swamps,  marshes  and 
other  standing  water  areas.  Inspectors 
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continually  gather  data  on  these  sites  and  treat  with  highly  specific 
larvicides  when  immature  mosquitoes  are  present.  Last  year  a  total 
39  inspections  were  made  to  catalogued  breeding  sites. 

Water  Management.  During  2011  crews  removed  blockages, 
brush  and  other  obstructions  from  850  linear  feet  of  ditches  and 
streams  to  prevent  overflows  or  stagnation  that  can  result  in  mosquito 
breeding.  This  work,  together  with  machine  reclamation,  is  most  often 
carried  out  in  the  fall  and  winter. 

Machine  Reclamation.  2,660  linear  feet  of  saltmarsh  ditch  was 
reconstructed  in  Scituate  using  the  Project’s  track  driven  excavator. 

Finally,  we  have  been  tracking  response  time,  which  is  the  time 
between  notice  of  a  mosquito  problem  and  response  by  one  of  our 
inspectors.  The  complaint  response  time  in  the  Town  of  Scituate  was 
less  than  three  days  with  more  than  355  complaints  answered. 

Mosquito  Survey.  Our  surveillance  showed  that  the  dominant 
mosquitoes  throughout  the  district  were  generally  Culiseta  melanura 
and  Coquillettidia  perturbans.  In  the  Town  of  Scituate  the  three  most 
common  mosquitoes  were  Cs..  melanura,  Ae.  vexans  and  Oc. 
abserratus.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Department  of  Public  Works  has  one  Mission:  Provide  cost- 
effective  services  to  the  residents  of  Scituate.  The  forty-nine  DPW 
team  members  are  organized  into  the  following  divisions  focused  on 
delivering  service  to  our  residents: 


The  Highway  and  Grounds  Division  is  led  by  Superintendent  Mike 
Breen.  The  members  of  this  team  pave,  patch,  paint,  plow,  sand  and 
sweep  over  100+  miles  of  public  roads  in  Scituate.  In  addition,  they 
maintain  all  playing  fields,  playgrounds,  parks,  roadsides,  the  Town 
forest,  and  two  public  cemeteries.  In  2011,  Mike  and  his  18-person 
team  completely  rebuilt  Booth  Hill  Road,  Mordecai  Lincoln  Road, 
Tilden  Road,  Clapp  Road  from  Summer  Street  to  the  Norwell  Town 
line,  Curtis  Street  and  a  section  of  Hollett  Street.  In  addition,  they 
installed  or  repaired  over  1900  feet  of  new  drainage,  improved  the 
culverts  at  Maple  Street,  First  Parish  Road,  611  Country  Way  and 
Border  Street,  and  repaired  or  rebuilt  70+  catch  basins  across  the 
Town.  The  Division  responded  to  100+  emergency  calls  for 
sinkholes,  accident  clean-ups,  traffic  light  failures,  water  breaks, 
downed  trees,  power  outages,  and  carcass  removals.  The  crews  made 
sure  that  the  parks  and  cemeteries  looked  good  for  Memorial  Day  and 
numerous  other  special  public  events  throughout  the  year.  When  the 
snow  began  to  fall  on  December  19,  2010,  the  plowing  and  sanding 
crews  went  into  action.  Ten  snow  storms,  nineteen  major  icing  events, 
five  salt  brine  applications  and  4,705  tons  of  sand  &  salt  later,  the 
folks  who  work  through  this  hard  cold  winter  season  to  keep  our 
streets  safe  had  had  enough! 


The  Engineering  Division,  led  by  the  Engineering  Supervisor  Kevin 
Cafferty,  provides  technical  engineering  and  project  management 
services  for  the  DPW  and  various  boards  and  committees.  During 
2011  the  Division  (a)  completed  water  systems  upgrades  on  Tilden 
Road,  Stockbridge  Road,  Hollett  Street  and  Country  Way;  (b) 
completed  seawall  wall  repairs  with  FEMA  funds  from  the  2007 
storm;  (c)  completed  the  first  phase  of  the  Gannett  Path;  (d)  started  the 
Harborwalk  improvement  project  and  the  Marine  Park  upgrades;  (e) 
accelerated  work  on  inflow  and  infiltration  with  the  Sewer 
Department;  (f)  started  construction  of  the  Musquashicut  Pond  sewer 
and  water  project;  and  (g)  revived  the  street  acceptance  program. 
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The  Water  Division,  led  by  new  Superintendent  Jim  DeBarros,  has 
the  mission  to  (a)  deliver  fresh,  tasty  water  at  40  psi  to  every 
household  in  Scituate,  (b)  provide  accurate,  timely  bills,  and  (c)  meet 
future  growth  needs  by  investing  in  water  sources,  infrastructure  and 
conservation.  During  201 1  the  Division  delivered  584  million  gallons 
of  water  to  customers  in  Scituate:  71%  drawn  from  wells,  21% 
processed  from  surface  water  and  8%  purchased  from  Marshfield  for 
Humarock  residents.  The  new  limitation  on  the  use  of  lawn  irrigation 
systems  connected  to  the  public  water  supply  had  a  significant  impact 
on  reducing  the  summer-time  demand  on  the  system:  (1)  Scituate 
avoided  the  broad  scale  water  bans  imposed  by  three  neighboring 
communities;  (2)  water  main  breaks  dropped  from  123  to  29;  (3) 
customer  complaints  for  brown  water  issues  were  lA  the  level  of 
complaints  of  the  previous  year.  Eighteen  new  homes  and  three 
municipal  fixtures  were  added  to  the  water  system,  44  new  hydrants 
were  installed,  the  Pinchin  Hill  water  tank  was  inspected  internally, 
and  nearly  3.5  miles  of  aged  water  mains  were  being  rehabilitated 
along  Hatherly,  Hollett,  Country  Way,  Tilden  and  Stockbridge  Road. 
The  elimination  of  rust-colored  water  issues  remains  our  #1 
improvement  priority,  and  the  Division  maintained  an  aggressive 
water  main  flushing  program  in  the  spring  to  supplement  the  program 
of  upgrading  the  old  water  mains  through-out  Town. 

The  Transfer  Station,  led  by  the  Engineering  Supervisor  Kevin 
Cafferty,  is  focused  on  a  dual  mission  of  (a)  managing  the  disposal  of 
household  waste  in  a  responsible  and  cost  effective  manner  and  (b) 
continuing  to  improve  our  Town’s  Reputation  as  a  recycle  leader.  In 
2011,  the  Transfer  Station  sent  3,147  tons  of  blue  bags  to  the  ”waste- 
to-energy  burner”  at  SEMASS,  2,560  tons  of  “C&D”  to  New  England 
Recycling  in  Taunton  and  over  2506  tons  of  paper,  plastic,  glass  and 
metal  to  be  recycled.  In  addition  the  Transfer  Station  team  helped 
citizens  dispose  of  TVs,  propane  tanks  and  mattresses.  (Doug 
Patterson  joined  the  team  as  a  full-time  employee). 

The  Sewer  Division’s  mission  is  to  (a)  manage  the  cost-effective 
treatment  of  wastewater  from  the  connected  residences  and  (b)  expand 
the  capacity  of  the  treatment  plant  by  eliminating  the  sources  of 
ground  water  entering  the  system.  Superintendent  Bob  Rowland  and 
his  team  of  7  people  manage  the  24/7  operations  to  meet  all  the 
stringent  regulatory  requirements.  In  201 1  the  Sewer  Division  treated 
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480  million  gallons  of  wastewater  and  removed  3.1  million  pounds  of 
sludge  cake.  During  the  year  the  Division  connected  18  additional 
residences,  inspected  via  closed-circuit  TV  over  20,000  feet  of  sewer 
mains,  inspected  281  manholes  and  completed  new  sewer  connections 
to  27  new  customers  in  the  Rosa’s  Lane  area.  The  Division  ramped- 
up  the  work  to  reduce  the  leakage  of  ground  and  surface  water  into  the 
sewer  system  (“I&I”  reduction.)  The  outside  engineering  firm  hired  to 
help  with  this  work  conducted  91  house  inspections  looking  for 
connection  of  storm  drains  and  sump  pumps  to  eliminate  this  source  of 
this  non-revenue  producing  inflow. 

Energy  Projects:  The  wind  turbine  project  obtained  all  necessary 
permits  and  construction  work  started  in  October.  The  1.5 -megawatt 
turbine  will  be  operational  in  early  2012  and  will  produce  50%  of  the 
Town’s  municipal  electrical  requirements.  The  Town’s  solar  energy 
partner  obtained  all  permits  and  financing  for  a  3 -megawatt  array  on 
top  of  the  capped  Driftway  landfill.  This  project  will  supply  the  other 
half  of  the  Town’s  municipal  energy  load.  Construction  will  begin  on 
this  project  in  the  spring  of  2012.  Neither  of  these  two  projects  cost 
the  Town  a  capital  investment.  These  two  renewable  energy  projects 
will  reduce  our  electricity  costs  by  $400,000  per  year.  In  September 
the  Energy  Committee  selected  a  partner  to  conduct  a  comprehensive 
audit  of  all  municipal  facilities  to  determine  ways  to  further  reduce  the 
Town’s  total  energy  (electricity,  gas,  oil,  gasoline)  footprint.

SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  generous  support  of  the  community  and  generous  assistance  of  the 
Scituate  Teachers  Association  has  contributed  greatly  to  our  public 
schools’  continued  success.  The  passage  of  a  Proposition  2Vi  Override 
and  monetary  concessions  by  the  teachers  gave  our  school  system  the 
resources  necessary  to  maintain  our  expected  high  standards  despite  a 
stubbornly  struggling  economy.  Without  the  strong  partnership 
between  parents,  teachers  and  school  administration,  our  school 
system  could  not  provide  a  quality  education  to  the  town’s  children. 

The  additional  funds  have  allowed  the  School  Committee  to  invest  in 
upgrades  to  curriculum,  upgrade  technology,  and  most  importantly, 
avoid  more  painful  layoffs.  In  addition,  the  School  Committee  has 
been  able  to  restore  a  limited  number  of  the  services  and  positions  that 
were  previously  lost  due  to  budget  constraints. 


Further,  the  School  Committee  has  been  able  to  invest  in  the 
infrastructure  of  our  schools  with  the  Greed  Repair  project,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Commonwealth’s  School  Building  Assistance 
program,  at  the  Wampatuck  School;  with  small  needed  repairs  to  the 
Gates  School,  and  upgrades  to  the  High  School  Auditorium.  The 
School  Committee  looks  forward  to  working  with  the  Selectmen  and 
concerned  citizens  on  a  plan  to  address  all  our  public  buildings, 
especially  the  Gates  School.  The  School  Committee  acknowledges 
with  appreciation  the  commitment  by  the  Selectmen  to  a  consistent 
capital  plan  to  address  our  needs  as  a  community. 


There  are  many  challenges  ahead  aside  from  financial  constraints. 
The  School  Committee  notes  with  appreciation,  the  retirement  of  our 
Superintendent,  Susan  Martin  after  two  and  one-half  years.  Dr.  Martin 
gave  the  town  dedicated,  prudent  leadership  during  difficult  times.  In 
addition,  the  high  school  principal  will  retire  in  June,  2012  after 
thirteen  years  of  service,  and  a  new  Special  Education  Director  will 
also  be  in  place  during  this  year.  The  School  Committee  also  notes 
with  appreciation  the  retirement  of  Sheila  Killourly  from  our  business 
office  and  school  nurse  Lucy  Driscoll  after  many  years  of  dedicated 
service.  Change  is  inevitable,  and  the  School  Committee  believes  a 
time  of  change  can  be  a  time  of  opportunity  to  continue  to  improve 
and  move  forward. 
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Our  town  and  school  community  sadly  lost  this  year  many  longtime 
friends  and  colleagues  who  will  be  missed:  John  Y.  Brady  (teacher 
and  school  committee  member),  Larry  Keenan  (athletic  director  and 
coach),  Marcia  McKeever  (coach),  Paul  Blanchard  (athletic  director), 
and  school  custodian  Pedro  Rodriques. 

The  School  Committee  pledges  to  be  a  prudent  guardian  of  the 
community’s  best  resource,  our  children  and  schools,  and  to  be  open, 
honest  and  mindful  of  the  trust  placed  upon  us  by  the  citizens  of 
Scituate.

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SCITUATE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


The  year  2011  was  a  busy  one  in  the  Scituate  Public  Schools.  The 
successful  override  vote  allowed  the  school  district  to  restore  key 
positions  that  had  been  lost  in  preceding  years.  Key  positions  were 
restored  in  fall  2011,  particularly  classroom  teachers  at  Gates  and 
Scituate  High  School.  The  elimination  of  these  positions  in  prior  years 
had  increased  the  number  of  study  halls  and  had  reduced  the  number 
of  courses  open  to  students  at  the  high  school.  The  district  was  not 
able  to  restore  all  positions  that  had  been  eliminated  in  the  preceding 
several  years,  but  the  restorations  that  were  made  in  fall  2011  were 
sufficient  to  enable  the  Scituate  Schools  to  provide  a  full, 
comprehensive  curriculum  to  all  students.  The  funding  will  also 
enable  the  district  to  maintain  these  positions  during  the  coming  years. 


The  override  also  allowed  the  school  budget  to  address  aspects  of 
curriculum  revision  and  the  district’s  strategic  plan  that  had  been 
unfunded.  In  2011,  the  state  adopted  national  curriculum  standards 
known  as  the  Common  Core.  The  Common  Core  represents  a  move 
toward  a  common,  national  vision  for  a  curriculum  as  well  as  a  more 
common  national  framework  for  testing.  Scituate’ s  implementation  of 
the  Common  Core  has  been  a  focus  of  teachers  and  administrators 
throughout  2011,  and  the  additional  curriculum  funds  available 
through  the  override  have  been  allocated  to  new  curriculum  materials 
for  English  and  Mathematics  in  particular.  Extensive  teacher  training 
has  been  provided  in  2011  to  prepare  teachers  for  new  instructional 
methodologies  associated  with  the  Common  Core.  Teachers  and 
administrators  have  implemented  a  new  district  wide  model  for 
curriculum  design,  known  as  Understanding  By  Design,  to  ensure  that 
the  documentation  and  delivery  of  curriculum  is  consistent  across  all 
six  schools  in  the  district. 


In  2011  Scituate  began  making  plans  for  the  replacement  of  the 
MCAS  assessment  with  a  new  federal  assessment.  For  the  next 
several  years,  the  district  will  still  be  giving  the  MCAS  during  this 
period  of  transition.  The  spring  2011  MCAS  administration  was 
heavily  focused  on  implementing  curriculum  changes  at  the  middle 
school  to  raise  the  scores  of  special  education  students  in  particular. 
The  results  from  the  test  showed  significant  improvement,  with  Gates 
Intermediate  School  meeting  Adequate  Yearly  Progress  (AYP)  federal 
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benchmarks  for  the  first  time  in  several  years.  The  No  Child  Left 
Behind  Act  sets  high  standards  for  student  achievement,  with  scores 
analyzed  in  subgroups  as  well  as  in  the  aggregate.  Scituate  Public 
Schools  has  provided  teachers  and  administrators  with  data  analysis 
and  data  coaching  training  in  2011  to  ensure  that  we  are  using 
available  testing  and  curriculum  data  constructively  to  design  new 
curriculum  and  set  new  goals  for  achievement. 

In  addition  to  a  move  toward  consistency  in  curriculum,  instruction 
and  assessment,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  has  also  taken  steps  toward  implementing  a 
consistent  model  for  teacher  evaluation.  The  Scituate  Schools  have 
begun  the  process  of  analyzing  these  new  frameworks  in  2011,  with 
plans  for  further  training  and  implementation  in  the  year  ahead.  The 
new  teacher  evaluation  standards  link  teacher  evaluation  to  measurable 
student  achievement  results  at  all  levels.  The  state’s  evaluation 
standards  were  developed  with  the  support  of  the  Massachusetts 
Teachers  Association,  and  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  is  looking 
forward  to  these  implementation  discussions  as  an  opportunity  for 
growth  for  all  district  educators. 

Facilities  upgrades  were  also  a  key  school  district  goal  during  2011. 
Funding  from  the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Authority  (MSBA) 
allowed  the  school  district  to  undertake  repairs  at  the  Wampatuck 
Elementary  school.  Repairs  were  made  to  the  boilers  and  floor  tiles 
through  the  state’s  green  repair  program,  which  allowed  savings  for 
the  school  district  and  also  energy  friendly  upgrades. 
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CUSHING  SCHOOL 


Cushing  remains  a  highly  successful  school  community  as  defined  by 
the  standards  set  for  the  annual  NCLB  (No  Child  Left  Behind)  Report 
Card  (which  can  be  found  on  the  school’s  website 
www.scituate.kl2.ma.us.)  Continuing  to  meet  the  Adequate  Yearly 
Progress  goals  and  benchmarks  set  by  federal  guidelines,  Cushing 
School  is  “home”  to  420+  students  in  Grades  K-6.  The  success  of 
Cushing  School  is  directly  related  to  the  unending  support  we  received 
from  a  dedicated  and  energetic  PTO,  involved  School  Council  and  the 
Scituate  community  at-large,  which  consistently  values  and  supports 
education. 


To  define  Cushing  School  only  by  test  scores  is  a  disservice  as  our 
school  community  is  so  much  more  than  numbers.  Each  and  every 
staff  member  works  conscientiously  side-by-side  with  our  parents  to 
support  positive  changes  not  only  in  the  area  of  academics  but  also  to 
foster  the  development  of  a  well-rounded  individual. 

The  following  documents  some  of  the  many  highlights  of  the  past 
academic  year  at  Cushing  School. 

•  The  curriculum  at  Cushing  remains  challenging  and  in 
alignment  with  the  State  Frameworks.  Additionally,  steps  are 
already  being  taken  to  meet  Common  Core  requirements. 

o  The  Empowering  Writers  Program  has  been  adopted 
and  integrated  into  our  English  Language  Arts  Class 
to  support  an  enhanced  focus  on  narrative,  persuasive 
and  expository  writing. 

o  The  Mathematics  curriculum  was  also  enhanced  with 
the  addition  of  the  latest  version  of  Everyday 
Mathematics:  Common  Core  Edition  in  Grades  K-5  and 
the  Big  Ideas  Mathematics  Program  in  Grade  6.  The 
integration  of  the  Origo  Math  Program  into  Everyday 
Math  and  Big  Ideas  Math  provides  additional 
opportunities  to  foster  and  solidify  math  skills, 
o  The  inquiry  based  approach  to  Science  continues  as  a 
focus  at  Cushing  where  students  are  working  on  the 
creation  of  hypothesis,  the  gathering  of  data  during 
investigations  and  then  drawing  conclusions  based  on 
results  gathered  in  science  notebooks. 
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o  An  interdisciplinary  approach  to  Social  Studies  is  also 
evident  in  our  school  as  students  not  only  learn  about 
the  history  and  geography  of  the  community,  state, 
nation  and  countries  of  the  world,  but  also  incorporate 
Writing  and  Fine  Arts  into  their  studies, 
o  Fine  Arts  also  flourish  at  Cushing.  Despite  space 
challenges  that  place  our  music  instruction  (both 
General  Music  and  Instrumental  Music)  and  Art 
instruction  in  spaces  not  designed  as  classrooms  (i.e. 
the  stage  area  and  the  “creation”  of  an  Art  space  in  our 
library),  quality  music  and  art  offerings  are  experienced 
by  all  of  our  students.  Special  programs  such  as  band 
performances,  choral  performances,  special  grade -level 
programs  and  art  displays  highlight  the  work  of  our 
students  and  the  dedication  of  the  staff  in  tapping  the 
creative  side  of  our  students,  which  often  translates  into 
further  success  in  the  core  curricula  areas, 
o  Health  and  Wellness  is  also  a  major  component  in  our 
school  as  Physical  Education  classes  accessed  new 
equipment  and  strategies  to  curriculum  units  thanks  to 
the  PEP  Grant.  Outside  of  the  academic  day,  the  PEP 
Grant  also  offered  opportunities  for  before  and  after 
school  activities  that  promoted  physical  activity  and 
well  being.  At  Cushing  School,  we  also  implemented  a 
birthday  celebration  policy  and  continued  the  Salad  Bar 
as  a  lunch  option,  which  supports  our  continued  efforts 
to  align  with  the  SPS  Wellness  Policy, 
o  Technology  will  play  an  ever-increasing  role  in  the 
lives  of  our  students.  The  computer  lab  at  Cushing,  as 
well  as  computer  stations  in  our  classrooms,  require 
updating.  Despite  this  need,  Cushing  Teachers  strive  to 
integrate  technology  to  enhance  instruction  and 
learning  into  lessons  on  a  daily  basis.  Thanks  to  the 
generosity  of  our  PTO,  iPads  are  a  valuable  teaching 
tool  to  enhance  instruction  and  support  differentiated 
learning  opportunities  and  assistive  technology  needs. 
Smartboards/interactive  whiteboards  in  some  of  our 
classrooms  also  support  the  integration  of  technology. 
It  is  our  hope  that  by  updating  our  computer  lab  and 
classroom  work  stations,  increasing  the  number  of 
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iPads,  and  increasing  the  number  of  interactive 
whiteboards  and  projectors  with  document  cameras 
available  at  Cushing  (as  defined  by  the  Technology 
Plan),  the  staff  at  Cushing  will  be  able  to  more  easily 
further  support  and  sustain  the  integration  of 
technology  into  our  curriculum  as  we  strive  to  provide 
students  with  the  skills  necessary  to  compete  in  the 
workplace  of  the  future. 

o  Our  PBIS  (Positive  Behavior  Intervention  System)  is 
called  “Cushing  Cool  Cats”  and  focuses  on  monthly 
character  development  themes  and  the  recognition  of 
positive  behaviors  and  character  traits. 


Instruction  at  Cushing  remains  a  top  priority.  Research  based 
instructional  strategies  remain  the  cornerstone  of  the  academic 
day.  The  skills,  dedication  and  talent  of  the  Cushing  School 
Staff  are  easily  recognized.  What  places  them  a  cut  above  is 
their  desire  and  efforts  to  continually  improve.  As  such, 
Cushing  Teachers  regularly  participate  in  courses  and 
workshops  to  further  develop  their  “tool  bag”  with  regard  to 
addressing  the  needs  of  ALL  students,  as  well  as  the  specific 
needs  of  English  Language  Learners,  students  requiring  special 
education  services,  and  students  needing  support  with  behavior 
and  social  skills.  By  sharpening  their  skills  with  regard  to 
cooperative  learning  strategies,  technology  expertise  and  data 
driven  dialogues  to  inform  instruction,  as  well  as  skills  for  co¬ 
teaching,  we  are  able  to  better  meet  the  diverse  needs  of  our 
students.  With  Rtl  (Response  to  Intervention)  remaining  a  top 
priority  at  Cushing,  the  continuous  and  focused  emphasis  on 
the  delivery  of  our  adopted  curricula  (instruction)  is  easily 
defined  as  a  key  to  our  further  growth  and  success. 


•  Assessment  becomes  more  and  more  focused  as  the  years 
move  along.  Cushing  continues  to  perform  well  on  state 
assessments  (MCAS)  with  scores  at  all  grade  levels  in  the 
curricular  areas  of  English  Language  Arts,  Mathematics,  and 
Science  and  Technology  used  to  specifically  define  and  detail 
our  categorization  as  a  “high  performing  school”  according  to 
NCLB/AYP  standards.  However,  it  is  our  daily  focus  on 
assessment  that  allows  us  to  inform  our  instruction  to  achieve 
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strong  state  assessment  scores.  Benchmark  testing  (DIBELS, 
SPS  Writing  Assessments,  SPS  Math  Benchmark  Testing, 
G.R.A.D.E.  Testing,  etc.)  as  well  as  progress  monitoring  on  a 
weekly  or  bi-weekly  basis  (informal  teacher  assessments, 
AIMSweb,  easyCBM,  unit  tests  and  quizzes,  etc.)  are  integral 
to  the  development  of  appropriate  lessons  for  our  students  and 
our  categorization  as  a  high  performing  school.

In  addition  to  this  culture  change,  Gates  also  had  wonderful  successful 
with  our  MCAS  scores.  Gates  made  AYP  in  all  subject  areas  and 
subgroups  last  year.  Our  math  scores,  specifically  those  of  our  special 
education  students,  had  been  low  in  the  past.  With  a  lot  of  hard  work 
and  focused  effort,  the  math  teachers  and  the  Gates  staff  were  able  to 
make  changes  that  resulted  in  positive  results.  We  look  forward  to 
making  AYP  again  this  year  and  getting  out  of  the  Needs 
Improvement  status  as  a  school.  Kudos  to  the  Gates  staff  and  students 
for  their  MCAS  achievements! 


As  the  school  year  started  up  in  September,  we  again  set  some  goals 
for  ourselves  based  upon  our  newly  formed  Core  Values.  This  year 
we  are  focusing  on:  transitioning  to  the  Common  Core,  implementing 
more  and  better  intervention  strategies  to  better  support  our  struggling 
students,  providing  our  staff  with  relevant  professional  development, 
and  gaining  support  from  the  Town  and  the  State  to  move  forward 
with  a  Gates  building  project.  Already  we  have  made  great  strides  in 
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several  of  these  areas,  the  most  significant  being  with  regard  to  the 
building.  We  were  successful  in  writing  a  Statement  of  Interest  (SOI), 
which  was  approved  by  the  School  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  submitting  it  to  the  Massachusetts  School  Building 
Authority  (MS BA)  in  hopes  that  they  will  approve  partial  funding  for 
a  building  project. 

We  are  also  very  grateful  to  the  townspeople  of  Scituate  for  voting  to 
pass  the  override.  As  a  result  of  the  override  funds,  Gates  was  able  to 
restore  many  positions,  which  greatly  impacted  our  students  on  a  daily 
basis.  During  the  2010  -  201 1  school  year  each  student  had  multiple 
directed  studies  on  their  schedule  because  of  the  budget  cuts  that 
occurred.  This  year  the  override  allowed  us  to  provide  our  students 
with  more  effective  and  important  instruction  and  limit  the  amount  of 
studies  each  student  has  to  only  20  days  in  the  school  year.  We  are 
very  grateful  to  be  able  to  provide  this  enhanced  learning  experience 
to  the  Scituate  seventh  and  eighth  grade  students. 

At  Gates,  we  feel  fortunate  to  teach  wonderful  students,  to  have  the 
parental  support  that  we  do,  and  to  work  together  each  day.  Gates  is 
where  students  start  to  find  themselves  and  learn  to  be  independent, 
responsible  learners.  We  hope  that  the  students  who  walk  through  our 
halls  feel  supported  academically,  emotionally,  and  socially.  If  they 
do,  then  we  have  done  a  good  job.  We  look  forward  to  a  2012  that  is 
as  successful  as  201 1  has  been.

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HATHERLY  SCHOOL 


The  Hatherly  School  staff  dedicated  their  efforts  to  overcoming 
significant  staffing  cuts  for  the  2010-2011  school  year  and  delivered 
exemplary  education  to  our  students.  The  fall  release  of  the  spring 
2011  MCAS  scores  ranked  Hatherly  School  as  a  “Very  High” 
performing  school  in  both  English  Language  Arts  and  Mathematics. 
Hatherly  School  met  the  federal  AYP  (Adequate  Yearly  Progress) 
performance  target  of  95.1,  up  from  90.2.  in  English  Language  Arts. 

We  also  met  and  exceeded  the  federal  AYP  (Adequate  Yearly 
Progress)  performance  target  of  92.2,  up  from  84.3  in  mathematics  by 
achieving  a  94.1.  I  am  happy  to  note  that  ten  of  our  students  achieved 
perfect  scores  on  one  or  more  subjects.  The  efforts  of  entire  school 
staff  and  students  have  contributed  to  our  schools’  success. 

A  faculty  committee  extended  our  Open  Circle  work  to  further  define 
“Expected  Behaviors”  throughout  the  school.  These  Positive  Behavior 
Interventions  and  Supports  (PBIS)  again  established  a  universal 
language  and  rubrics  integrating  both  Open  Circle  vocabulary  and  that  j 
of  Michelle  Garcia  Winner’s  “Social  Thinking  Curriculum”.  These  B 
rubrics  were  introduced  at  school  wide  assemblies  and  established  a 
common  focus  and  understanding.  This  year,  students  were 
recognized  for  demonstrating  exceptional  behavior  with  a  very  popular 
“Hatherly  Hornet”  ticket  and  subsequent  photo  and  stars  mounted  on 
our  bulletin  board  in  the  front  lobby,  a  true  wall  of  fame! 

The  Hatherly  School  Council  was  active  in  the  budget  process  and 
supportive  of  the  budget  override  effort  town  wide.  The  override 
success  in  May,  2011  and  the  Scituate  Teachers’  Association 
concessions  combined  to  allow  Hatherly  School  to  open  in  the  fall  of 
2011  without  any  additional  staff  cuts.  The  council  also  supported  a 
change  to  a  departmental  staffing  model  in  grades  five  and  six  due  to 
the  second  year  of  only  two  teachers  at  each  grade  level  -  the  parent 
and  student  response  to  the  new  structure  has  been  very  favorable. 

The  council  conducted  a  Needs  Assessment  in  the  spring  of  201 1  and 
continues  to  address  increased  communication  as  one  of  its  goals. 

Health  and  Wellness  activities  were  greatly  enhanced  by  the  federal 
Carol  M.  White  PEP  (Physical  Education  Program  )  Grant  providing 
materials,  training  and  a  very  exciting  traverse  rock  climbing  wall, 
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which  was  installed  in  the  Hatherly  School  gym;  as  well  as,  free 
before  and  after  school  classes  that  have  been  very  well  attended.  In 
April,  our  cafeteria  hosted  the  first  annual  Healthy  School  Lunch 
Week  -  180  parents  attended  lunch  with  their  child  and  learned  first 
hand  about  all  our  healthy  lunch  offerings. 

We  continue  to  increase  technology  both  with  hardware  and  software. 
All  our  classrooms  now  have  a  document  camera  or  Smartboard 
interactive  whiteboards  to  enhance  their  instruction.  Several  teachers 
are  exploring  educational  uses  of  the  iPad,  as  well. 

Our  PTO  continues  to  enrich  our  school  year  with  programs,  guest 
speakers,  events  and  materials.  In  addition  to  the  annual  Hatherly 
Hoopla,  Book  Fair,  Holiday  Fair,  the  PTO  brought  back  Gary,  The 
Silent  Clown.  Gary  taught  circus  skills  to  all  Physical  Education 
classes  for  a  week,  and  then  an  ensemble  of  forty-five  students 
performed  an  amazing  one  hour  circus  with  juggling,  stilt  walking, 
unicycling,  clowning  and  tumbling  for  the  entire  school. 

Our  Art  and  Music  programs  continue  to  broaden  the  depth  of  the 
student  experiences  by  utilizing  cross  curricular  connections  that 
enrich  all  students.  Hatherly  School  is  fortunate  to  have  a  dedicated 
collaborative  team  of  teachers,  staff,  students  and  parents  who  all  work 
together  to  foster  serious  learning  in  a  safe  and  nurturing  environment 
and  “make  our  school  a  success”.

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JENKINS  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 


Jenkins  Elementary  School  serves  a  diverse  population  of  652  students 
in  Grades  K-6.  The  talented  and  dedicated  Jenkins  staff  helped  Jenkins 
students  to  grow  and  achieve  academic  success.  Jenkins  met  the 
standards  and  benchmarks  set  by  federal  guidelines.  The  fall  release  of 
the  201 1  MCAS  scores  labeled  Jenkins  as  a  Highly  Successful  school. 
Jenkins  met  the  standards  and  benchmarks  set  by  federal  guidelines 
and  therefore  achieved  Adequate  Yearly  Progress  as  defined  by  No 
Child  Left  Behind  (NCLB). 


This  accomplishment  is  directly  correlated  to  the  support  of  involved 
parents,  involved  School  Council,  and  an  extremely  resourceful 
Jenkins  PTO  Parent  Teacher  Organization.  The  Jenkins  community 
understands  that  the  success  of  our  students  is  about  much  more  than 
test  scores.  These  involved  parties  expand  for  supports  children  and 
families.  Supporting  the  whole  child  is  a  priority  in  the  Jenkins 
community. 

Jenkins  staff  continues  to  align  instruction  to  Massachusetts  State 
Curriculum  Frameworks.  In  accordance  with  Race  to  the  Top 
requirements,  Jenkins,  along  with  all  members  of  the  Scituate  Public 
Schools  District,  Jenkins  is  working  toward  the  eventual  transition  to 
National  Common  Core  requirements. 


•  Student  success  begins  with  a  strong  classroom  community. 
Teachers  had  the  opportunity  to  attend  a  Kagan  Cooperative 
Learning  class.  Teachers  use  this  valuable  tool  to  build  a 
strong  learning  environment  while  teaching  students  important 
skills  and  strategies  to  enhance  their  studies. 

•  In  an  effort  to  move  toward  the  federal  standards,  the  Jenkins 
English  Language  Arts  Curriculum  teachers  are  helping 
students’  writing  shift  to  a  greater  focus  on  narrative, 
persuasive  and  expository  writing.  With  the  adoption  of  the 
Empowering  Writers  Program  teachers  are  using  a  helpful  tool 
to  help  students’  change  in  an  expanded  writing  focus. 

•  Concerning  Mathematics,  Jenkins  K-5  mathematics  teachers, 
along  with  all  Scituate  Public  School  mathematics  instructors, 
have  implemented  the  latest  version  of  Everyday  Mathematics. 
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This  continues  as  the  foundation  of  math  instruction.  This 
curriculum  underwent  a  change  to  accommodate  the 
progression  toward  Common  Core  Standards.  In  addition, 
mathematics  instruction  has  been  supplemented  by  the 
integration  of  Origo  Math  Program.  This  program  fosters  the 
understanding  of  basic  number  sense.  Grade  6  mathematics 
students  are  using  The  MacDougal  Littell  Mathematics 
Curriculum. 

•  In  Science  students  use  an  inquiry-based  approach.  They  are 
working  on  the  creation  of  a  hypothesis,  the  gathering  of  data 
during  investigations,  and  drawing  conclusions  based  on 
results  gathered  in  science  notebooks.  These  budding  scientists 
are  learning  about  the  scientific  method.  This  is  vital  as  the 
emphasis  on  STEM  (Science,  Technology,  and  Math) 
proliferates. 

•  In  Social  Studies  students  gain  exposure  to  plethora  of 
materials.  Map  skills,  the  study  of  history,  learning  about 
governmental  structures,  and  economics  help  students  expand 
their  understanding  of  a  greater  community.  This  knowledge  is 
vital  as  we  move  toward  and  increasingly  global  economy. 

•  An  increased  concentration  has  been  on  writing  across  the 
curriculum  in  grades  5  &  6.  Mathematics,  English  Language 
Arts,  Social  Studies,  and  Science  teachers  meet  weekly  to  look 
at  student  work,  discuss  instructional  strategies,  and  create 
assessments.  This  action  helps  teachers  to  inform  instruction. 

•  With  a  greater  concentration  on  cross  discipline  instruction, 
fine  art  teachers  support  classroom  content.  Efforts  are  being 
made  for  meeting  time  between  classroom  teachers  and 
teachers  of  the  arts  to  increase  necessary  planning  time. 

•  Technology  is  necessary  for  students  to  develop  21st  Century 
Skills.  Student  learning  is  enhanced  by  the  responsible  use  of 
this  tool.  Efforts  are  made  to  help  students  receive  maximum 
exposure  to  useful  instructional  hardware  and  software.  This 
can  be  difficult  at  times  as  there  may  be  inadequate  access  to 
working  computers. 

•  Tiered  instruction  (Response  to  Intervention)  brings  students  to 
where  they  need  to  be.  This  effort  supports  growth  for  all 
students  -  both  those  above  and  below  grade  level.  Staff  work 
in  small  groups  with  children  who  need  to  progress  toward 
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grade  level  mastery.  The  PTO  is  instrumental  in  executing 
Junior  Great  Books.  This  curriculum  gives  students  enrichment 
opportunities  outside  the  classroom  through  additional  time  for 
literature  exposure. 

.  •  Instruction  is  the  basis  for  student  success.  All  teachers  meet 

weekly  in  grade  level  teams  to  look  at  student  work  and 
teaching  methods  to  help  students’  growth.  Special  Education 
teachers  attend  these  meetings  as  well.  This  opportunity 
supports  collaboration,  creativity,  and  problem  solving  -  all 
vital  21st  Century  Skills. 

•  The  Jenkins  School  Council  goal  is  to  foster  a  sustainable 
community.  Our  cafeteria  uses  produce  from  the  Jenkins 
garden,  and  we  are  expanding  our  recycling  efforts.  Students 
learn  about  responsibility  for  the  environment  through 
classroom  instruction  and  school-wide  initiatives.  Recycling 
bins  are  evident  and  used  throughout  the  building. 

•  Our  Health  and  Wellness  Committee  is  well  established  at 
Jenkins.  The  docent  nutrition  effort  is  strong,  and  students  and 
teachers  are  fortunate  to  have  knowledgeable  parents  engage  in 
classroom  visits.  These  volunteers  help  educate  about  the 
importance  of  living  in  a  healthy  way. 

•  The  PTO  runs  a  prolific  after-school  program.  Students  are 
exposed  to  many  different  activities.  This  year’s  offerings 
include:  Zumba;  Chess;  Robotics;  Gym  Time;  Drama;  Piano; 
Gardening;  Guitar;  Basketball;  and  Beading. 

The  sense  of  a  strong  and  cohesive  community  is  palpable  throughout 
the  Jenkins  School.  It  is  truly  amazing  what  staff  and  students 
accomplish  given  the  use  of  limited  space.  Many  specialists  share 
rooms  as  they  support  students.  Reading  specialists  have  volunteered 
to  clean  a  supply  closet  to  use  as  a  classroom  so  that  students  may 
receive  instruction  in  a  room  rather  than  in  a  hallway.  The  willingness 
for  people  to  “step  up”  and  work  with  Jenkins  students  is  awe¬ 
inspiring. 

Jenkins  students  and  staff  will  continue  to  practice  core  values. 
Respect,  Responsibility,  and  Ready  to  learn  are  the  foundational 
qualities  that  make  up  our  positive  School  Shark  Program.  With  all 
the  stakeholders  (parents,  students,  staff,  greater  community),  we  will 
maintain  a  positive  school  environment  with  high  expectations  for  all.

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WAMPATUCK  SCHOOL 


When  students,  families,  and  faculty  and  staff,  returned  to  Wampatuck 
Elementary  School  in  September  2011,  they  happily  observed  a 
number  of  building  renovations  resulting  from  the  partnership  between 
the  Town  of  Scituate  and  the  Massachusetts  School  Building 
Association  (MSBA).  The  many  updates  include:  colorful  new  tiling 
in  the  cafeteria  and  the  grade  3  and  4  hallway,  an  HVAC  system  to 
improve  air  circulation  building-wide,  enlarged  skylights  to  brighten 
the  foyer,  converted  boiler  system  from  oil  to  gas,  and  the  beginnings 
of  a  comprehensive  new  security  system. 

In  October  2011,  Wampatuck  embarked  on  a  school-  wide  theme 
entitled  “One  Book  One  School.”  This  six  week  focus  engaged  our 
kindergarten  through  grade  6  school  community  in  a  shared  read  aloud 
of  Kate  DiCamillo’s  book,  The  Tale  of  Despereaux.  Wampatuck 
School  was  alive  with  the  book’s  themes  and  characters;  a  culminating 
project  in  November  orchestrated  by  the  PTO  and  staff  included  a 
Renaissance  Court  and  interdisciplinary  Art,  Music,  and  Physical 
Education  activities.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  such  a  supportive  and 
involved  community. 

At  Wampatuck,  we  hold  dear  our  values  of  respect,  responsibility, 
learning  and  citizenship.  These  positive  behaviors  continue  to  be 
taught  and  reinforced  through  school-wide  “R+  R”  initiatives  (Respect 
and  Responsibility),  and  the  usage  of  pro-social  and  anti-bullying 
curriculum  such  as  Open  Circle,  Second  Step,  and  Steps  to 
Responsibility. 

Our  Grade  Six  Ambassadors  continue  to  demonstrate  leadership  and 
citizenship.  This  Program  helps  prepare  older  elementary  students  to 
become  more  active  and  responsible  citizens  who  contribute  to  the 
betterment  of  their  community.  With  the  support  of  classroom  teachers 
and  guidance  personnel,  Ambassadors  have  organized  and  supported 
community  outreach  efforts,  served  as  models  of  character,  and  led 
fundraising  for  both  Wampatuck  and  various  social  service 
agencies/organizations  outside  of  the  Wampatuck  community.  We 
also  appreciate  our  grade  5-6  students  for  their  work  in  contributing  to 
our  student  newspaper,  The  Wampatuck  Gazette.  Students  serve  as 
reporters,  editors,  and  illustrators  and  this  newsy  publication  remains  a 
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great  way  for  students  and  families  to  hear  first  -hand  about  events 
within  the  school,  our  community,  and  more. 

Our  community  is  one  “with  heart”  and  regular  outreach  efforts 
demonstrate  compassion  and  care  locally,  regionally,  and  globally. 
This  year,  every  class  participated  in  a  school  wide  Read-A-Thon  and 
contributed  over  $2,800  to  the  Patriot  Ledger  Lend  a  Hand  Program, 
and  ongoing  outreach  efforts  of  supplies  and  money  continue  for 
Afghanistan,  Haiti,  El  Salvador  and  the  Dominican  Republic. 

Addressing  the  needs  of  the  learner  in  the  twenty-first  century, 
Wampatuck  School  continues  to  integrate  critical  thinking,  problem 
solving,  collaborative  learning,  creativity  and  global  awareness 
throughout  our  curriculum.  In  an  effort  to  move  forward  in  the  area  of 
technology,  we  have  used  our  local  budget  and  funds  secured  through 
our  PTO,  to  increase  resources  in  the  areas  of  Smartboards,  projectors, 
document  cameras,  netbooks,  classroom  amplification  systems,  I- 
pads,  and  web-  based  programs  such  as  FASTT  Math  and  Symphony 
Math. 

Wampatuck  School  experienced  successes  in  our  Spring  2011  MCAS 
with  impressive  growth  percentiles  in  grades  4-6  in  English  Language 
Arts  and  Mathematics.  A  couple  particular  highlights  include:  93%  of 
Grade  6  students  scored  Advanced/Proficient  in  the  area  of  ELA  (  a 
ranking  of  17  out  of  556  Massachusetts  Schools)  and  Grade  5  with 
85%  of  Grade  5  students  scored  Advanced/Proficient  in  Mathematics 
(  a  ranking  of  81  out  of  879  Massachusetts  Schools.*) 

Wampatuck  School  is  most  appreciative  of  our  supportive  PTO  who  is 
ever  receptive  to  our  school  community’s  needs  and  interests.  The 
many  events  that  they  host  such  as  Book  Fairs,  enrichment  assemblies, 
wellness  events,  family  nights,  holiday  celebrations,  and  Docent  Art 
and  Nutrition  lessons,  are  met  with  resounding  success.

We  also  commit  to  delivering  this  knowledge  using  a  wide 
variety  of  techniques  to  enhance  our  students’  understanding  and 
stimulate  their  curiosity.  In  addition,  we  understand  and  embrace  the 
many  needs  that  teens  experience  and  we  provide  many  avenues  for 
support  to  our  students  and  their  families.  We  also  provide  a  wide 
range  of  athletic  and  extra-curricular  activities  in  an  effort  to  further 
assist  our  students  in  exploring  their  own  unique  talents  while 
contributing  to  the  creation  of  a  vibrant,  healthy  school  community. 
Our  mission  is  to  provide  these  programs  in  an  environment  conducive 
to  the  fullest  possible  development  of  each  student. 

School  Counseling  Department 

Summary  of  Department  Professional  Development  Goals 

The  Scituate  High  School  Counseling  Department  had  a  very 
successful  year  and  met  all  five  of  its  professional  development  goals. 
The  MA  Model  for  Comprehensive  School  Counseling  was  officially 
adopted  this  year.  Department  highlights  and  trends  in  school 
counseling  of  note  were  the  following:  the  overall  increase  in  the 
number  of  college  application  materials  electronically  processed;  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  seniors  applying  to  colleges  through  an 
early  application  program;  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Advanced 
Placement  students  as  well  as  the  increase  in  students  receiving  a  score 
of  3-5;  and  a  notable  increase  in  the  number  of  parent  evening 
programs  offered  (Financial  Aid  Workshop,  Score  Back  Night,  and  an 
Early  College  Planning).  In  addition,  we  launched  a  new  process  for 
teachers  to  electronically  submit  recommendations  and  evaluation 
forms  to  support  students’  college  applications.  This  year,  the 
Department  formed  a  partnership  with  Revolution  Prep  and  offered 
SAT  preparation  courses  and  a  MOCK  SAT  (in  which  130  students 
participated).  Scituate  High  School  became  a  test  center  for  the  March 
administration  to  encourage  students  to  start  earlier  in  the  college 
application  process.  We  made  programming  changes  to  our  third 
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College  &  Career  Readiness  Day  in  October  including  the  addition  of 
the  following  senior  programs:  Career  Readiness  Forum,  Financial 
Aid  Workshop,  College  Representative  Forum,  College  Survival  Skills 
workshop  and  a  College  Essay  Writing  Workshop  lead  by  admissions’ 
officers.  We  continued  to  roll  out  our  Career  Cruising  curriculum 
through  classroom  lessons  and  alignment  with  Gates  Intermediate 
School  and  for  the  third  year,  offered  the  Armed  Services  Vocational 
Aptitude  Battery  (ASVAB).  The  counseling  department  continued  to 
provide  consultation  to  Academic  Advisory  Program  in  planning  and 
delivery  of  the  School  Counseling  curriculum. 

English  Language  Arts 

During  2011,  the  English  Department  at  Scituate  High  School 
continued  to  modify  the  curriculum  to  raise  student  achievement. 
During  the  curriculum  revision  process,  teachers  kept  student 
engagement  at  the  forefront,  reflecting  the  departments’  core  belief 
that  students  excel  when  they  are  challenged  and  engaged.  The  _ 
English  dept,  also  introduced  Senior  Selectives—  half-year  courses  i  A 
designed  around  specific  and  engaging  literary  themes.  Senior  ^ 
Selectives  offer  students  a  senior  year  more  closely  aligned  with  the 
college  experience.  Last  year,  teachers  designed  courses  around  their 
specific  teaching  expertise,  and  the  curricula  for  the  courses  were 
finalized  in  January,  2011.  The  new  senior  courses  include:  “War 
Literature;”  “Literature  of  the  Self;”  “The  Epic  Hero’s  Journey;” 
“Short  Stories  and  the  Language  of  Literature;”  “The  Drama  of 
Literature ;”“2 1st  Century  Texts  and  Social  Commentary;”  “Creative 
Writing;”  and  “The  Literature  of  Sport.”  These  courses  were  offered 
starting  in  September,  2011.  The  new  courses  offer  students  more 
choice  in  investigating  a  specific  theme  in  literature  while  maintaining 
the  consistent  expectation  of  three  or  more  extended  writing  pieces  per 
quarter. 

The  English  Dept,  engaged  in  a  three  day  Understanding  by  Design 
Institute  during  the  summer  of  2011.  Teachers  used  this  valuable 
professional  development  time  to  create  and  define  authentic 
performance  tasks  to  be  used  in  all  three  of  the  English  core  courses: 
English  I,  English  II,  and  English  III.  By  implementing  common 
assessments  across  a  course,  teachers  ensure  that  students  are 
demonstrating  achievement  using  a  pre-defined,  consistent  standard. 
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Teachers  in  the  English  dept,  also  used  the  Institute  to  update  texts  and 
reading  selections  that  align  with  the  2011  Massachusetts  ELA 
Framework. 

The  English  Dept,  continued  to  grow  its  Advanced  Placement  (A.P.) 
enrollment  while  maintaining  very  commendable  achievement.  The 
dept,  offers  A.P.  Literature  and  Composition  and  A.P.  Language  and 
Composition.  In  2011,  57  students  completed  AP  exams  in  English, 
up  from  46  students  in  2010,  and  18  students  in  2009.  Based  on 
enrollments  figures  for  September,  2011,  78  students  will  take  A.P. 
exams  in  English.  The  dept,  is  committed  to  continuing  to  grow  A.P. 
enrollments  to  ensure  that  all  students  are  challenged  and  have  access 
to  college-level  courses  in  the  English  dept,  here  at  Scituate  High 
School. 

Fine  Arts 


Students  in  the  high  school  Fine  Arts  Department  have 
distinguished  themselves  throughout  the  school  year  in  both  the  art 
and  music  programs.  In  art,  students  have  won  recognition  for 
excellence  in  art  through  participation  in  the  Boston  Globe  Scholastic 
Art  Competition,  Art  All  State,  the  Duxbury  Art  Complex  Museum 
Sculpture  Competition,  Congressional  Art  Contest,  the  Scituate  Art 
Association  Select  High  School  Exhibit  and  the  South  Shore  Art 
Center  Mural  Project.  Field  trips  to  cultural  institutions  in  Boston  like 
the  M.F.A.  and  the  Institute  of  Contemporary  Art  are  made  on  a 
yearly,  in  addition,  to  specialized  trips  to  Diablo  Glass  where  students 
had  the  opportunity  to  both  view  and  create  with  glass.  Visiting  artists 
have  been  coordinated  with  the  South  Shore  Art  Center  and  have 
included  presentations  in  botanical  art  and  book  making. 

There  were  a  number  of  new  interdisciplinary  initiatives 
established  this  year.  The  fine  arts  and  social  studies  teachers  in 
collaboration  with  the  Scituate  Historical  Society  and  Harvard 
graduate  student,  Mary  Porter  created  the  Scituate  Photo  Challenge  for 
students  in  grades  3-12.  This  was  a  culminating  exhibition  of  over 
100  student  photographs  that  highlighted  the  visit  of  Ms.  Meith,  one  of 
Time  Life’s  first  woman  photographers,  to  Scituate  in  the  1930’s.  She 
was  sent  to  photograph  a  series  of  town  meetings  but  on  her  own  also 
took  an  extensive  number  of  pictures  of  the  community.  Activities 
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throughout  the  year  included  art  and  historical  presentations  by  Ms. 
Porter  to  students  in  grades  3-12;  assignments  by  high  school  students 
to  photograph  town  meetings  and  sites  around  town  that  duplicated 
Ms.  Meith’s  visit.  These  photographs  were  later  exhibited  in  the 
“Then  and  Now”  portion  of  the  Scituate  Photo  Challenge  exhibit  held 
in  May.  Hansel  Meith  was  an  influential  photographer  of  the  20 
century  whose  friends  included  Ansel  Adams  and  Imogene 
Cuningham.  The  sharing  of  her  life  and  work  with  Scituate  students 
was  a  great  opportunity  on  many  levels  to  expose  students  to  a 
noteworthy  photographer  of  the  20th  century  who  spent  time  in 
Scituate. 


A  number  of  additional  collaborations  were  initiated  at  the 
Gates  School.  The  South  Shore  Art  Center  in  collaboration  with  the 
social  studies  and  fine  arts  departments  showcased  a  number  of

enriching  activities  that  highlighted  the  7  grade  study  of  the  African 
and  Chinese  cultures.  These  activities  included  historical 
presentations,  artistic  workshops,  and  musical  collaborations  that 
provided  a  supportive  foundation  for  grade  level  social  studies 
research  and  coordinating  art  projects. 


The  dedication  of  Scituate ’s  first  art  teacher,  Sally  Bailey 
Brown  took  place  in  June.  The  display  included  a  portrait  of  Ms. 
Brown  with  a  timeline  of  her  life  and  examples  of  her  art  work.  The 
installed  piece  is  now  on  display  in  front  of  the  high  school 
auditorium.  This  endeavor  was  initiated  by  the  family  of  Sally  Bailey 
Brown  in  collaboration  with  the  high  school  fine  arts  department, 
students  and  parents.  In  addition  to  her  portrait,  a  plaque  has  been 
added  displaying  the  names  of  students  who  have  received  a 
scholarship  in  her  name.  This  formal  dedication  culminated  a  dream 
of  the  Brown  family  to  commemorate  the  memory  of  Scituate’ s  first 
art  teacher. 


In  Music,  students  participate  yearly  in  the  S.E.M.S.B.A.  and 
District  Music  festivals  where  Scituate  High  school  students  are 
continually  recognized  for  their  excellence  in  music.  In  addition, 
students  participate  in  the  middle  and  high  school’ s  annual  acoustic 
nights,  variety  shows  and  rock  band  showcases.  In  the  past  students 
from  the  SHS  Music  Department  have  performed  in  area  concerts 
with  national  performers  such  as  Josh  Groban,  the  Barenaked  Ladies, 
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Michael  Crawford  and  most  recently  Kenny  Loggins.  Other 
performances  and  activities  include  performances  with  the  Plymouth 
Philharmonic  Orchestra,  high  school  choral  and  band  exchanges  and 
semi-annual  trips  to  Walt  Disney  World  and  New  York  City. 

Foreign  Language  Department 

The  SHS  Foreign  Language  Department,  while  continuing  to 
share  best  practices  and  discuss  successful  lessons  for  differentiated 
instruction,  focused  on  two  main  objectives  last  year.  These  were 
community  outreach  and  exploring  innovative  technology  initiatives 
for  learning  and  assessment.  This  is  again  the  main  focus  for  the  2011- 
2012  academic  year.  We  also  continued  many  on-going  yearly 
activities  such  as  an  evaluation  of  our  benchmark  tests  for  speaking 
and  writing,  refining  our  vertical  teaming  efforts,  and  matching  our 
students’  proficiency  to  national  norms.  In  the  latter  category,  we  are 
proud  to  announce  that  34  French,  Spanish  and  Latin  students  were 
inducted  into  the  three  National  Honor  Societies  for  French,  Latin  and 
Spanish — groups  that  have  very  high  criteria  for  admission.  We  also 
want  to  recognize  the  outstanding  achievement  of  75  students  on  the 
National  French,  Latin  and  Spanish  Honor  Societies. 

Our  Community  Outreach  effort  involved  regular  discussion  of 
current  events  and  cultural  connections  with  all  areas  of  the  world 
where  our  languages  are  or  were  spoken.  Some  classes  were  connected 
with  Peace  Corps  volunteers  through  their  blogs  and  personal 
correspondence.  This  effort  culminated  with  a  half-day  event  entitled 
“Meet  the  World,  Make  a  Difference”  on  April  26 , 201 1.  On  this  day 
20  volunteers  from  Scituate  and  New  England  spent  the  morning  with 
our  students  talking  about  their  experiences  with  another  culture  and 
another  language.  It  was  really  an  eye-opening  event  for  our  students 
who  discovered  that  most  of  these  people  developed  a  life-long 
affinity  for  the  culture  with  which  they  interacted,  an  experience  so 
enriching  that  they  went  on  to  learn  and  interact  with  other  languages. 
We  hope  to  make  this  an  annual  event  which  eventually  collaborates 
with  other  departments  at  the  high  School. 

Significant  connections  to  the  World  Community  were  made 
by  students  who  participated  in  the  Spanish  Trip  to  Costa  Rica,  The 
French  Exchange  with  Sucy-en-Brie,  and  the  Spanish  Exchange  with 
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Gexto.  The  International  Club  hosted  a  series  of  meetings,  each  of 
which  featured  a  different  world  culture  and  they  also  hosted  second 
semester  an  event  well  attended  by  Scituate  families  called  A  Taste  of 
the  World.  This  was  held  in  the  SHS  cafeteria.  During  July  12  families 
from  Scituate  and  2  from  Cohasset  hosted  high  school  and  college 
students  from  our  New  Sister  City  who  were  here  to  discover  our 
beautiful  region  and  to  take  English  classes. 


Our  second  major  initiative  last  year  (and  this  year)  was  to 
explore  various  technology  resources  which  would  enable  our  students 
to  demonstrate  their  mastery  of  certain  aspects  of  the  curriculum.  We 
all  created  wiki  spaces  where  work  was  displayed  but  then  advanced 
to  links  on  the  wiki  to  You  Tube,  Glogster  and  Prezi  presentations.  All 
Foreign  Language  teachers  are  connected  to  a  common  Wiki  site  at 
Gates  and  the  High  School.  As  of  June  15,  thanks  to  a  SHORE,  grant 
requested  by  Department  Chair  Patricia  Jacquart,  all  teachers  and 
students  of  SHS  are  members  of  a  Voice  Thread  Account  which  will 
enable  them  to  make  and  share  presentations  with  voice  over  audio.  A 
workshop  for  Voice  Thread  for  Foreign  Language  teachers  took  place 
June  23  and  24. 


The  Gates  Intermediate  School  has  also  secured  membership  in 
Voice  Thread  for  all  teachers  and  students.  Already  as  of  January 
2012,  many  exciting  projects  have  been  created  by  Foreign  Language 
Students  of  all  levels. 


In  May  the  SHS  Latin  students  from  all  classes  joined  together 
for  two  periods  to  celebrate  the  founding  of  Rome.  The  event  was 
called  the  Ludi  Saeclares  (Centennial  Games)  and  it  featured  an  hour 
of  cultural  competitions  which  included  plays  and  poetry  recitations  in 
Latin,  as  well  as  artistic  and  culinary  creations.  The  entire  group  then 
proceeded  outdoors  where  they  engaged  in  ancient  Olympic  events 
and  Chariot  races. 

The  Foreign  Language  Teachers  of  Gates  and  the  High  School 
are  very  proud  of  their  collaboration  and  the  success  of  their  initiatives 
this  year  and  are  also  immensely  grateful  for  the  support  of  their 
colleagues,  the  administration  and  the  Scituate  Community.

Health,  Wellness,  Business  and  Consumer  Family  Science 


During  the  fall  of  2010,  the  health  and  wellness  department 
faculty  received  the  amazing  news  that  they  had  been  awarded  the 
Carol  E.  White  Physical  Education  Programming  (PEP)  Grant, 
sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.  The  two-year  grant 
will  provide  the  district  close  to  $738,000  over  a  two-year  period  to 
strengthen  physical  education  programming  in  the  district  ($472,283 
in  the  first  year  and  $265,696  in  the  second  year).  The  bulk  of  the 
funds  will  go  toward  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  supplies  to 
enhance  the  physical  education  curriculum  at  all  six  schools  in  the 
district. 


The  major  goals  for  the  grant  include:  (1)  implementing  what 
is  known  as  "New  Physical  Education"  a  curriculum  that  promotes 
lifelong  wellness  for  all  students;  (2)  implementing  adventure 
equipment,  curriculum  and  materials  to  continue  the  district's 
implementation  of  Project  Adventure,  a  curriculum  that  emphasizes 
the  role  of  team  building  in  becoming  physically  fit;  and  (3)  utilizing 
technology  to  help  students  be  aware  of  their  personal  fitness  goals, 
including  pedometers  for  all  Scituate  students  and  faculty,  as  well  as 
heart  rate  monitors  and  software  programs  to  track  fitness  progress. 
While  the  grant  covers  a  brief  two-year  period,  the  funds  from  the 
grant  will  be  spent  on  equipment,  supplies  and  professional 
development,  so  funding  will  have  a  life-span  well  beyond  the  grant 
cycle  itself. 

During  the  spring  of  201 1,  the  implementation  of  some  of  this 
new  technology  began  across  the  entire  health  and  wellness 
curriculum.  Students  wore  pedometers  and  Polar  activity  monitor 
watches  for  7  straight  days.  This  technology  tracked  students’  activity 
progress  (daily  step  counts,  activity  levels)  during  that  time  and 
student  data  was  analyzed.  This  was  an  exciting  and  rewarding 
process  for  students  as  it  allowed  them  to  be  self-reflective  of  their 
daily  activity.  In  August  2011,  physical  educators  had  training  on 
Polar’s  Cardio  GX  heart  rate  analysis  tool  and  a  rollout  to  students  is 
scheduled  for  the  201 1-2012  school  year. 

The  spring  of  2011  also  saw  the  Colby  Cutler  Fitness  Center 
undergo  a  significant  upgrade  in  equipment.  The  layout  of  the  facility 
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was  redesigned  and  state-of-the-art,  commercial-grade  cardiovascular 
equipment  was  installed  on  the  second  floor  loft,  including  treadmills, 
elliptical  machines,  stair  climbers,  rowing  machines,  an  adaptive 
motion  trainer,  as  well  as  two  virtual  reality  mountain  bike  simulators. 
This  equipment  upgrade  will  allow  for  improved  student  experiences 
across  all  physical  education  classes. 

During  the  summer  of  201 1,  the  high  school  also  had  five  new 
high  adventure  programming  elements  installed  in  the  gyms.  Initial 
training  took  place  in  August  2011  with  further  required  training. 


Health  and  Mental  Wellness 


Scituate  is  a  member  of  the  newly  formed  South  Shore  FACTS 
Coalition  which  is  a  joint  effort  initiated  by  South  Shore  Hospital’s 
Youth  Health  Connection  and  the  Plymouth  County  District 
Attorney’s  Office.  The  coalition  consists  of  five  towns  which  include 
Cohasset,  Hingham,  Hull,  Norwell  and  Scituate.  Members  of  the 
FACTS  Coalition  include  school  administrators,  law  enforcement 
personnel,  health  service  providers,  students  and  concerned 
community  members.  Jointly,  this  coalition  has  been  challenged  to 
implement  a  multifaceted,  community-based  approach  aimed  at 
reducing  underage  drinking  and  substance  abuse. 


The  two  primary  programs  selected  by  the  FACTS  Coalition  to 
proactively  address  concerns  are  SADD’s  Mobilizing  the 
Community®  and  EverFi’s  AlcoholEdu  for  High  School®. 
Mobilizing  the  Community  is  an  initiative  to  help  school  communities; 
(a)  reduce  attitudes  and  norms  that  support  and/or  encourage  underage 
drinking,  (b)  promote  readiness  and  efficacy  to  refrain  from  or 
discourage  drinking,  and,  ultimately,  to  (c)  reduce  drinking  behaviors 
among  9th  and  10th  grade  students.  One  Mobilizing  the  Community 
component  has  already  been  launched.  It  is  a  student-led  social 
marketing  campaign  encouraging  peers  to  navigate  the 


BuzzCheck.com  website.  AlcoholEdu,  a  program  that  is 
included  in  the  National  Registry  of  Evidenced-Based  Programs  and 
Practices,  is  an  online  alcohol  prevention  program  that  takes  a  project- 
based  approach  to  learning.  Consistent  with  the  community-oriented 
approach,  AlcoholEdu  offers  students  and  parents  an  opportunity  to 
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travel  through  a  virtual  community  to  better  understand  the  risks 
associated  with  drinking  alcohol. 

The  Scituate  High  School  Community  would  like  to  express 
sincere  gratitude  to  the  following  distinguished  donors  which  are 
making  our  Scituate  FACTS  Coalition  efforts  possible:  the  Plymouth 
County  District  Attorney’s  Office  (Tim  Cruz),  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health,  South  Shore  Hospital’s  Youth  Health 
Connection,  S.H.O.R.E.  and  the  Scituate  Police  Department. 

Business  and  Fiscal  Wellness 


The  Scituate  chapter  of  DECA  (Distributive  Education  Clubs 
of  America)  continues  to  show  grow  in  its  third  year  as  a  participating 
chapter.  The  Scituate  chapter  increased  enrollment  from  15  last  year 
to  22  students  this  year.  DECA  is  an  organization  committed  to 
improving  business  education  and  career  development  opportunities 
for  students  interested  in  marketing,  retail  management  and 
entrepreneurship.  Schools  enrolled  in  DECA  utilize  the  DECA 
curriculum,  attend  conferences,  participate  in  competitions  and  have 
scholarship  opportunities.  At  this  year’s  Regional  DECA  Competition 
in  Hyannis,  MA,  Scituate  had  5  students  achieve  recognition  and 
qualify  for  the  State  DECA  Competition. 

The  National  Financial  Capability  Challenge  is  an  initiative  co¬ 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  and  US  Department  of 
Education  to  assess  students  by  testing  their  financial  literacy.  There 
were  just  over  84,000  high  school  students  that  participated  in  the 
challenge  nationwide.  Just  over  40  SHS  students  took  part  in  the 
challenge  and  15  of  those  students  scored  in  the  top  20  percentile  of 
the  nation’s  scores  and  earned  certificates  of  recognition. 

In  2011  SHS  established  the  opportunity  for  business  students 
to  become  members  of  the  National  Business  Honor’s  Society. 
Throughout  the  year,  the  business  department  has  been  working  to 
establish  a  NBHS  chapter  here  at  Scituate.  The  NBHS  is  a  great 
opportunity  for  students  to  capitalize  on  their  interest  in  business 
education,  encourage  college  readiness  and  promote  career 
exploration. 
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Nutritional  and  Dietary  Wellness 


In  August  2011,  health  educators,  food  service  staff,  food 
service  personnel  and  family  &  consumer  science  educators  took  part 
in  two-day  healthy  eating  workshop  funded  through  our  PEP  Grant. 
During  this  time,  faculty  from  Boston  University  worked  with  Scituate 
employee  to  understand  future  nutrition  regulations  for  food  service 
departments  being  mandated  by  the  State  and  also  facilitated  healthy 
eating  demonstrations.  In  November  2011,  the  PEP  Grant  also  funded 
an  additional  day  of  professional  development  focusing  on  evaluating 
and  strengthening  the  district’s  Wellness  Policy. 

Math 


The  focus  of  the  2011-12  school  year  was  alignment  of 
curriculum  with  the  new  state  and  federal  standards,  along  with  the 
identification  and  potential  piloting  of  any  materials  we  may  need  to 
implement  the  standards.  The  department  of  education  finalized  and 
presented  the  new  Massachusetts  Common  Standards  (MassCore)  in 
May  of  201 1.  Our  professional  development  during  this  year  focused 
heavily  on  implementing  the  new  Frameworks.  In  response  we 
formally  began  the  realignment  of  our  mathematics  curriculum  K-12 
in  June  of  201 1.  During  the  201 1-12  school  year  we  piloted  Common 
Core  aligned  textbook  series  at  the  middle  school  level  and  adjusted 
our  high  school  curriculum  to  the  few  changes  that  affect  the  high 
school  curriculum.  The  advanced  placement  program  continued 
growth  in  the  number  of  students  taking  AP  Calculus  and  AP  Statistics 
to  the  highest  number  in  school  history.  Currently,  there  are  one 
hundred  eighteen  students  taking  AP  courses  or  approximately  40%  of 
the  senior  class. 


A  focus  of  our  district  over  the  next  few  years  will  be  aligning 
the  mathematics  curriculum,  assessments,  pacing  guides,  and 
computer  aided  instructional  systems  with  MassCore.  As  we  strive  for 
this  goal  we  must  not  lose  vision  of  our  primary  responsibility  to 
prepare  for  our  students  with  a  Twenty-First  Century  mathematics 
program.  Thus,  our  instructional  practices  must  incorporate  proper 
learning  and  innovation  skills.  The  essential  components  of  which 
are: 
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•  Critical  Thinking  and  Problem  Solving 

•  Communication  and  Collaboration 

•  Creativity  and  innovation 

MCAS 


Results  for  the  Scituate  Schools  on  the  Massachusetts 
Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS)  showed  continued 
improvement  as  the  Scituate  Public  Schools  continues  to  implement 
standards  based  curriculum  that  is  closely  aligned  to  the  state’s 
Curriculum  Frameworks.  Scores  continue  to  be  high  at  the  high 
school  level.  On  the  tenth  grade  math  assessment,  75%  of  Scituate 
High  students  achieved  an  Advanced  Score.  The  state  initiated  a  new 
measure  of  student  achievement  with  the  inclusion  of  the  student 
growth  index.  Compared  to  local  districts  Scituate  outperformed  each 
district  in  terms  of  median  MCAS  score  and  growth  index. 

Science  Department 

During  the  2010-2011  school  year,  all  freshmen  entering 
Scituate  high  school  were  enrolled  in  the  Physics  First  program.  All 
three  physics  teachers  collaborated  consistently  to  inform  instruction 
based  on  best  practices  and  created  common  assessments  throughout 
the  grade  level.  Labs  are  designed  to  support  student  learning  through 
a  hands-on,  guided  inquiry  approach.  The  Chemistry  Department 
designed  midyear  and  final  assessments  to  include  mystery  lab 
investigations  to  support  authentic  problem  solving  skills  based  on  the 
content  learned.  Professional  Development  was  offered  to  all  teachers 
for  science  inquiry  practice  in  the  classroom. 

Science  Department  Highlights: 

□  The  science  department  hosted  the  third  annual  Science  Fair 
for  freshmen.  This  firsthand  experience  enabled  students  use 
the  scientific  process  to  solve  a  problem. 

□  Science  and  technology  elective  courses  continued  to  expose 
students  to  night  labs  in  Astronomy  classes,  trips  to  the 
coastline  for  Marine  Science  exploration,  and  the 
Engineering  Design  class  constructed  a  shed  for  a  local

business  owner  after  creating  drawings  on  the  Computer 
Aided  Design  (CAD)  program. 

□  Biology  students  participated  in  a  Massachusetts  BioTeach 
Workshop  at  UMass  Lowell.

Social  Studies 


During  2011  school  year,  the  social  studies  department  used 
the  principles  of  Understanding  by  Design  to  reexamine  what  and  how 
we  teach  in  order  to  better  achieve  our  departmental  mission  of 
developing  the  next  generation  of  problem  solving  citizens.  The  year 
also  brought  continued  growth  in  participation  in  the  Advanced 
Placement  program  as  66  juniors  and  seniors  took  advanced  placement 
exams  in  United  States  History,  American  Government  and  Politics, 
and  Psychology,  with  79%  earning  a  score  of  4  or  above.  The  social 
studies  department  taught  290  students  in  junior/senior  electives  in 
which  included  International  Relations  and  Service  Learning,  a  class 
which  teaches  students  to  put  their  ideas  into  action  by  partnering  with 
groups  in  the  community.

Community  Issues 

In  February,  the  Board  of  Health  Director,  Jennifer  Sullivan  was  one 
of  many  judges  at  the  High  School  Science  Fair.  The  Director  also 
participated  in  conference  calls  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  on  flu  vaccine  and  arboviruses.  DPW  Director,  A1 
Bangert  and  Ms.  Sullivan  met  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  and  the  companies  involved  in  the  solar 
field  installation  on  the  capped  landfill  about  the  approval  process. 

The  Board  of  Health  worked  with  Community  Health  Network  Area 
20  to  do  part  of  a  regional  community  assessment  as  well  as 
completing  a  health  survey  with  Region  4B. 


The  movie  “Under  Our  Skin”  on  the  difficulties  of  patients  with  severe 
Lyme  disease  and  the  medical  community’s  treatment  and  protocol 
was  shown  twice  at  the  Scituate  Public  Library. 


Nine  required  signs  on  beach  testing  were  purchased  and  installed  at 
beach  openings  in  the  town.  The  beach  season  had  a  good  start  but 
there  were  many  closings  in  August,  mostly  at  Sand  Hills  beach  due  to 
high  bacterial  counts.  Minot,  Egypt  and  Lighthouse  beaches  were 
closed  for  one  testing  cycle.  Due  to  the  unusually  high  bacterial 
counts  continuing  at  Sand  Hills,  both  the  MDPH  Beach  Program  and 
the  MDEP  Non  Point  Source  Pollution  programs  were  consulted.  As  a 
result,  environmental  testing  was  done  at  four  different  points  from  the 
end  of  Marion  Road  to  the  end  of  Jericho  Road  along  Turner  Road  and 
Oceanside  Drive  for  three  times  per  week  for  the  period  of  a  month. 
Results  indicated  that  discharge  from  two  large  storm  drains  as  well  as 
a  build-up  and  decaying  of  seaweed  contributed  to  the  high  counts. 
Discussion  on  resolution  of  this  issue  will  take  place  prior  to  next 
season  with  the  directors  of  the  Recreation  Department,  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Town  Administrator. 
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The  Director  did  a  presentation  on  Title  5  for  the  realtors  of  the  local 
Jack  Conway  real  estate  office  and  Public  Health  Nurse  Eileen  Scotti 
arranged  a  skin  cancer  prevention  presentation  at  the  Maritime  Center.

Meetings  were  held  with  the  Council  on  Aging  Director,  Florence 
Choate  on  areas  of  mutual  interest  such  as  emergency  preparedness, 
hoarding  and  their  upcoming  Health  Fair  in  which  the  Board  of  Health 
participated 

The  Board  of  Health  continues  to  meet  with  area  communities  with  a 
mutual  interest  in  tobacco  compliance  checks.  Many  of  the  towns 
belonged  to  the  South  Shore  Board  of  Health  Coalition  for  Tobacco 
Control  Project  that  was  funded  by  a  state  grant  which  ended  on  short 
notice.  A  joint  application  for  a  new  grant  was  unsuccessful  due  to  a 
reduction  in  the  states  available  monies.  Consequently,  there  is  no 
funding  for  compliance  checks  to  be  certain  stores  are  not  selling 
tobacco  products  to  underage  minors.  The  mechanism  of  a  revolving 
account  using  permit  fees  for  funding  these  compliance  checks  was 
discussed  as  well  as  what  vendors  might  be  available  to  do  these 
checks  using  the  MDPH  approved  protocol. 

Inspections  on  the  food  concessions  were  conducted  at  the  annual 
Knights  of  Columbus  Carnival  and  Heritage  Days,  as  well  as 
inspections  of  prospective  vendors  of  the  Farmers  Market. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Health  received  a  reduced  amount  of  flu 
vaccine  that  was  initially  restricted  to  people  without  health  insurance. 
In  November  this  restriction  was  finally  lifted  and  Public  Health 
Nurse,  Eileen  Scotti  held  three  flu  clinics  serving  284  people. 

Emergency  Preparedness 

In  lieu  of  an  annual  tabletop  exercise  with  town  officials,  the  Director, 
with  the  Town  Administrator’s  approval,  coordinated  an  after  action 
report  of  the  December  2010  storm. 

The  Board  of  Health  participated  in  Coastal  Coalition  meetings  and 
introduced  a  proposed  “Map  Your  Neighborhood”  plan  to  be 
accomplished  by  different  beach  associations.  Region  4B  emergency 
preparedness  funds  were  used  to  assist  the  program. 
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Meetings  of  the  “Cross”  group  came  to  an  end  and  original  members 
began  a  new  group  called  SANDS  which  is  formed  to  help  Scituate 
citizens  before  and  after  natural  disasters.  The  Board  of  Health 
Director  is  the  co-chair  of  the  Emergency  Preparedness  Committee 
and  attends  monthly  meetings  of  the  sub  committee  and  main  group. 

The  Board  of  Health  participated  in  a  pre-storm  meeting  in  August 
with  other  town  officials  and  met  with  the  Scituate  Housing  Authority 
along  with  the  CO  A  Director,  Deputy  Fire  Chief  and  Police 
representative  to  advise  them  on  emergency  preparedness  steps  for  the 
senior  housing  complexes. 

Legal 

Following  the  December  2010  storm,  a  survey  of  several  homes  in 
Humarock  revealed  possible  damage  to  their  sewage  disposal  systems 
so  the  Board  of  Health  directed  them  to  complete  an  abbreviated  Title 
5  inspection.  All  inspections  were  completed  and  results  ranged  from 
no  damage  to  minor  repairs  and  two  new  systems. 


The  Board  of  Health’s  decision  not  to  approve  the  well  on  Glades 
Road  in  regards  to  the  previous  approval  for  a  septic  system  on  a  lot 
on  Glades  Road  is  under  appeal. 

The  Board  of  Health  held  a  public  hearing  on  November  29,  2011  on 
draft  Fats,  Oils  and  Grease  Regulations  in  coordination  with  an 
updating  of  the  sewer  regulations. 


Administrative 

New  food  establishments  permitted  were  Harbor  Toy  Store,  Baked  and 
Backyard  Burgers. 


The  pool  project  at  the  Scituate  Racquet  &  Fitness  Club  was  approved. 
Most  of  the  project  will  be  constructed  in  Cohasset. 

The  Board  would  like  to  acknowledge  and  thank  the  Animal  Control 
Board  for  their  dedication  and  diligence  in  arranging  periodic  Rabies 
Clinics  for  dogs  and  cats. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  Recreation  Department  for  securing 
the  assistance  of  lifeguards  Emily  Lydon  and  Alex  DeMatto  with  our 
beach  sampling  program. 
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There  were  one-hundred  twenty  three  (123)  Title  5  inspections 
submitted  of  which  one  hundred  and  nine  (109)  passed,  eleven  (11) 
failed,  three  (3)  conditionally  passed.  There  were  also  twenty  seven 
(27)  post  December  2010  storm  related  abbreviated  Title  5 
inspections.  One  hundred  six  (106)  sewage  disposal  system  permits 
were  issued.  This  figure  includes  one  (1)  abandonment  for  connection 
to  the  town  sewer  and  one  request  for  an  emergency  sewer  connection. 

During  2011,  the  Board  held  thirteen  (13)  meetings  and  public 
hearings  on  Title  5  variances  and  other  concerns. 

The  Board  acknowledges  our  department  staff  whose  continued 
commitment  and  dedication  to  public  service  is  a  valuable  asset  to  our 
community.  Our  staff  includes:  Jennifer  L.  Sullivan,  Director  of 
Public  Health,  Pam  Mullin,  Administrative  Assistant,  Eileen  Scotti, 
Public  Health  Nurse,  and  our  consultants,  Nelly  Janga,  Barbara 
Thissell,  Clint  Watson  and  Ralph  Cole  for  their  services,  we  well  as 
our  town  departments,  officials  and  employees  who  have  assisted  with 
our  efforts  throughout  the  year.

The  Scituate  Housing  Authority  owns  and  manages  four 
developments,  Lincoln  Park,  Wheeler  Park  I,  and  Wheeler  Park  II, 
which  are  state  subsidized  and  Central  Park,  which  is  federally 
subsidized.  We  provide  a  total  of  209  units  of  publicly  sponsored 
housing  for  elderly  and  disabled  persons.  At  our  state  developments, 
local  preference  is  given  to  residents  of  Scituate,  as  well  as  people 
who  work  in  the  town  of  Scituate.  In  addition,  the  Authority  owns  a 
community  residence,  which  is  leased  to  Road  to  Responsibility  and 
provides  housing  for  eight  people  with  special  needs. 

The  Housing  Authority  staff  is  dedicated  to  providing  the  best  possible 
service  and  safe  and  attractive  affordable  housing  to  our  applicants  and 
tenants.  We  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
employees  in  all  town  departments  that  support  us  on  a  daily  basis, 
including  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  Scituate  Fire  Department,  the 
Scituate  Police  Department,  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works.

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COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Council  on  Aging  responsibility  is  to  provide  services  to  Scituate 
residents  who  have  reached  the  age  of  60.  To  that  end  during  the  last 
calendar  year  we  have  provided  a  myriad  of  services  to  2,938  Scituate 
residents.  Staffing  is  comprised  of  two  full  time  staff,  two  part  timers 
and  another  who  works  15.0  hours  per  week.  The  Staff  Member  who 
is  working  1 5  hours  a  week  is  paid  through  a  grant.  The  focus  of  our 
services  is  four  fold 

(1)  provide  outreach  and  advocacy, 

(2)  provide  transportation  to  medical  appointments, 

(3)  provide  transportation  for  errands  around  town,  trips  to 
the  library,  and  scheduled  events  and 

(4)  Provide  programs  and  educational  opportunities  that 
promote  the  health  and  well  being  of  Scituate  Seniors. 

In  addition,  the  Council  on  Aging  also  assists  senior’s  families,  as  well 
as  non-elder  residents  through  caregivers  counseling,  fuel  assistance 
programs,  and  medical  transportation. 

Highlights  of  the  COA’S  efforts  and  reach  within  the  communities 
include: 

■  General  information  services  provided  through  outreach  and 
staff  who  monitor  daily  calls  from  seniors  and  family  members 
of  seniors  -  2,936  seniors  were  serviced 

■  Outreach  case  management  and  advocacy  provided  to  1,890 
seniors 

■  Health  benefit  counseling  provided  to  457  seniors 

■  Family  assistance,  care  giving  support  and  fuel  assistance 
provided  to  59  seniors  and  44  non  seniors. 

■  Fitness,  exercise  and  recreation  program  -  2,413  seniors 

■  Sports  program:  indoor  softball,  summer  softball,  badminton, 
ladies  golf,  men’s  golf  serviced  3,204  duplicated  seniors 

■  Community  Education  programs:  Health  Fair,  Health  and 
Wellness  Education,  Navigating  Health  Care,  Taking  Control 
of  our  Lives,  Keeping  Control  of  Our  Finances  -  980  seniors 
participating 


■  Instructional  programs  on  bridge,  art,  computer  and  memoir 
writing  attended  by  179  seniors 

■  Transportation  Services,  including  daily  van,  medical  van, 
volunteer  medical  rides  and  the  Link,  to  a  total  of  572  seniors 
for  a  total  of  6,305  rides  and  9  non  elders  who  received  a  total 
of  452  rides 

■  Recreational  and  social  activities  including,  bridge,  quilting, 
knitting,  crafts,  men’s  groups  and  special  dinners  hosted  by 
Community  groups  attended  by  a  total  1,239  seniors  and  618 
non  seniors 

■  Monthly  newsletter  mailed  to  2,700  senior  households  and 
distributed  at  Driftway  Medical  buildings,  the  town  library, 
town  hall  and  local  nursing  homes 

■  Events  held  during  2011  sponsored  by  the  Council  of  Aging, 
area  Churches,  and  Health  Care  Providers  -  679  seniors 
participated 

■  “Ask  A  Lawyer”  program,  provided  legal  advice  pro-bono  to 
63  seniors. 

■  Workshops  that  deal  with  issues  that  impact  seniors,  such  as: 
housing,  fuel  assistance,  health  insurance,  resources  for  the 
frail  and  elderly,  financial  concerns  that  impact  seniors  and 
their  families  were  attended  by  291  seniors. 

■  The  numbers  for  this  year  increased  greatly.  Not  only  do 
seniors  need  more  services,  the  need  for  Health  and  Wellness 
Education  is  crucial  to  seniors  who  are  living  long  into  their 
nineties.  This  year  we  were  able  to  offer  some  of  our  larger 
venues  such  as  the  Health  Fair  and  the  Craft  Fair  along  with 
several  educational  presentations  at  the  Scituate  Harbor 
Community  Building.  Our  continued  ability  to  do  this  will 
allow  us  to  increase  our  services  to  our  Seniors.

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VETERANS  SERVICES 


The  Director/Agent  exercises  a  high  degree  of  responsibility 
and  decision  making  in  the  daily  administration  and  management  of 
the  Veteran  Services  Department. 

The  Veterans  Services  Agent  is  the  person  charged  with  taking 
applications  for  veterans’  benefits  and  for  providing  financial  and 
medical  assistance  to  qualified  needy  veterans  and  their  dependents. 
He  acts  as  the  veteran  burial  agent  for  proper  internment  of  the 
deceased  veterans  in  accordance  with  state  regulations.  His  job  is  to 
serve  local  veterans  and  their  dependents  in  whatever  capacity  he  can. 
In  the  fall  of  2011,  the  Town  of  Scituate  joined  with  the  Town  of 
Hingham  to  form  a  veterans’  district.  There  will  also  be  a  fifteen 
member  Veterans  Advisory  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Some  of  the  services  provided  are: 

>  The  disbursement  of  monetary  and  medical  benefits  under 
the  auspices  of  Public  Law  115. 

>  Counseling,  advising  and  assisting  veterans  and  their 
dependents  in  procuring  entitlements  for  which  they  may 
be  eligible 

>  Assisting  in  housing,  employment,  medical  and  educational 
needs  for  veterans  and  their  families 

>  Assist  in  job  search  and  alcohol/drug  rehabilitation 

>  Attend  the  appeal  process  by  veterans/dependents  that  are 
litigated  through  the  Department  of  Veteran  Services 

>  Investigate  circumstances  of  veterans/dependents  applying 
for  or  receiving  monetary  or  medical  assistance 

>  Coordinate  with  local  nursing  homes  and  elder  care 
facilities  to  ensure  veterans/widows  are  receiving  proper 
treatment  and  entitlements 

>  Assist  in  all  patriotic  events  that  take  place  in  the 
community 

>  Act  as  liaison  between  veterans  and  veterans  organizations 
and  the  elected  officials  in  the  Town  of  Scituate

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LIBRARY 


Fiscal  year  2011  was  a  busy  year  for  the  Scituate  Library. 
Library  hours  were  reduced  by  8  hours  per  week.  Even  though  hours 
were  reduced  by  13%,  circulation  of  materials,  including  those  sent  to 
other  libraries  to  fill  holds,  increased  by  more  than  2%  over  FY  ‘  10,  to 
a  total  of  314,254.  Direct  circulation  (279,607)  also  increased  by  2%. 
Scituate  library  users  borrowed  31,791  items  from  other  libraries. 
34,647  items  were  sent  to  other  libraries  to  fill  requests  made  by  their 
patrons.  Library  users  accessed  the  Internet  12,475  times  from  library 
PCs  and  countless  others  utilized  the  free  wireless  connectivity.  The 
library  was  open  a  total  of  2833  hours,  407  less  than  the  previous  year. 
155,544  people  visited  the  library  in  FY  ‘1 1,  an  11%  increase  over  FY 
‘10.  12,748  reference  questions  were  answered.  126  volunteers 
donated  1,673  hours  of  service.  9,329  children  and  parents  attended 
the  199  programs  offered  for  children.  2,774  adults  and  teens  attended 
the  128  teen  programs  held.  Almost  1,700  adults  attended  the  61 
programs  offered.  A  total  of  15,344  people  attended  programs  and 
community  meetings  held  in  or  by  the  library. 


In  January  2011,  the  library  submitted  an  application  to  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  for  a  Public  Library 
Construction  Grant  for  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  library.  On 
April  11,  2011  members  at  Town  Meeting  voted  to  approve  the 
schematic  drawings  for  the  proposed  project  as  required  by  the  grant 
application.  In  July  2011,  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners  reviewed  28  construction  grant  applications,  including 
the  one  submitted  by  Scituate.  The  Board  voted  to  award  eight 
provisional  grants  and  placed  15  applicants  on  a  waiting  list.  The 
Scituate  Town  Library  is  ranked  seventh  on  the  waiting  list.  Wait¬ 
listed  libraries  will  receive  their  grants  as  funds  become  available 
through  the  state’s  five-year  capital  plan.  Funding  for  the  Scituate 
grant  is  expected  to  become  available  by  2015,  however  no  firm  date 
has  been  set.  Funding  could  become  available  even  earlier  (probably 
2014)  if  any  library  that  has  received  a  provisional  grant,  or  is  ahead  of 
Scituate  on  the  waiting  list,  drops  out  of  the  program.  Any  library 
receiving  a  provisional  grant  will  have  a  limited  amount  of  time  to 
secure  local  funding.  The  grant  will  fund  $5  million  of  the  proposed 
$12  million  project.  As  part  of  the  grant  application,  the  Scituate 
Library  Foundation,  the  Library  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Friends  of 
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the  Library  have  committed  $275,000  towards  the  project  and  are 
moving  forward  with  a  fundraising  campaign  to  raise  additional 
private  funds. 

The  library  staff,  as  a  team  planned,  promoted,  and 
implemented  a  range  of  programs  of  interest  to  community.  A  library 
card  promotion  introduced  the  new  key  chain  card.  Program  updates 
became  available  through  a  new  opt-in  email  system.  Teen  Librarian, 
Sharon  Colvin,  left  for  a  position  at  the  Chelmsford  Library,  and  was 
replaced  by  Peter  Struzziero  as  Head  of  Teen  Services.  A  dedicated 
group  of  teen  volunteers  conducted  PJ  Story  Times,  the  Latin  League 
Club,  and  Homework  Club.  Teen  volunteers  assisted  at  children’s 
craft,  Lego,  movie  and  science  programs.  Children’s  Librarian,  Joey 
Von  Iderstein  made  visits  to  all  third  grade  classes.  Children’s  Room 
Assistant,  Sue  D’ Arcangelo  visited  all  of  the  elementary  schools  to 
teach  sixth  grade  students  how  to  utilize  the  library  website, 
www.scituatetownlibrary.org,  to  access  library  holdings  and  the 
research  databases.  Children’s  Librarian,  Joey  Von  Iderstein,  retired  in 
November  after  24  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  community.  Adult 
Services  Librarian,  Susan  Pope  hosted  a  book  club,  job  seekers 
programs,  and  author  talks  and  coordinated  additional  programs 
sponsored  by  the  Friends. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  utilizing  proceeds  from  the 
membership  drive  and  book  sales  purchased  new  library  materials, 
funded  an  array  of  programs,  and  provided  passes  to  12  museums. 
Along  with  MamaSteph,  Friends  sponsored  Music  and  Movement  with 
Diana  Kane,  Mike  McCusker’s  Kid  Power,  and  Rita  Rozen’s  Knit 
Two  Together,  all  on  a  weekly  basis.  For  teens  and  tweens,  the  Friends 
provided  beading,  music  and  author  programs.  For  Adults,  the  Friends 
sponsored  two  Irish  music  programs  and  “Cooking  with  Norma 
Chang”.  The  Friends  reorganized  the  book  sale  process  to  create 
additional  meeting  space  on  the  lower  level  of  the  library. 

In  September,  the  Scituate  Library  Foundation  held  the  ninth 
fundraising  gala  at  the  Barker  Tavern  with  novelist  David  Hosp  as 
guest  author.  Foundation  President,  John  Koulopoulis,  inspired  the 
audience  with  his  update  on  the  library  building  project  and  the 
commitment  of  the  Foundation  to  raise  private  funds  to  augment  the 
grant.  Arthur  Dunphy  was  honored  for  his  years  of  service  not  only  as 
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a  Foundation  board  member  but  as  the  chairman  of  the  first  eight 
galas.  Generous  attendees  bid  on  a  variety  of  auction  items  graciously 
donated  by  individuals  and  businesses  in  the  greater  Scituate 
community.  Volunteer  auctioneer,  Jim  Lonborg  kept  the  audience  on 
the  edge  of  their  seats  as  he  solicited  the  live  auction  bids. 


In  March,  the  library  hosted  the  third  annual  Volunteer  Fair  to 
give  local  non-profit  organizations  an  opportunity  to  promote  their 
missions  and  recruit  new  volunteers.  Throughout  the  year,  many 
wonderful  volunteers  and  organizations  supported  the  library  through 
donations  of  time  and  expertise.  Beautification  Commission  volunteer 
Mary  Tenaro,  not  only  tended  her  original  Adopt-a-Lot  garden,  but 
expanded  it  with  plants  donated  by  Doug  Litchfield  of  Hillbilly  Acres. 
Ken  Baker,  Mary  Penny,  Roberta  Pecinovsky,  and  David  Burg  all 
volunteered  throughout  the  year.  Lenny  Peterson  presented  the  Un- 
Think  It  program.  Mary  Norton  of  the  Cohasset  Yoga  Center 
conducted  meditation  classes  and  Captain  Tom  King  taught  “All 
About  Sharks”.  The  Scituate  Arts  Association  provided  the  popular 
“Meet  the  Artist”  series  in  addition  to  managing  the  ever-changing 
exhibits  in  the  New  Book  Room  gallery.  The  South  Shore 
Astronomical  Society  held  the  second  “Astronomy  Day”  followed  by 
weekly  “Star  Parties”.  The  Stellwagen  Bank  National  Marine 
Sanctuary  presented  “A  Child’s  Sanctuary”,  a  four-part  marine-themed 
series  of  educational  programs.  The  Scituate  Garden  Club  donated  a 
series  of  non-fiction  books  and  maintained  the  planter  at  the  main 
entrance.  The  South  Shore  Community  Action  Council  sponsored  the 
annual  Literacy  Fair. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Trustees  and  other  elected  and 
appointed  town  officials,  the  employees  of  the  library  and  the  other 
town  departments,  and  the  community  at  large  for  their  continued 
support  and  encouragement.

The  Scituate  Library  Board  of  Trustees  continues  to  oversee 
the  budget,  goals  and  direction  of  the  library. 

Mission  Statement: 

The  Scituate  Town  Library  is  committed  to  three  principals: 

1.  We  strive  to  support  the  evolving  cultural  and  educational 
needs  of  the  people  of  Scituate  by  offering  a  broad  range  of 
professionally  developed  and  easily  accessible  collections, 
innovative  programs  and  services,  and  a  repository  of 
information  on  the  heritage  of  our  town. 

2.  We  acquire  and  maintain  books  and  other  materials  in  a 
variety  of  media  while  offering  technological  resources,  all 
to  support  life-long  learning,  enrichment  and  enjoyment. 

3.  We  endeavor  to  provide  and  maintain  this  vital  resource, 
now,  and  in  the  future,  as  a  modem,  safe,  and  welcoming 
community  center  for  individuals  of  all  ages  and  abilities. 

Long  Range  Plan  2011  -  2015  Goals: 

1.  To  provide  professionally  developed,  updated,  and  easily 
accessible  collections  of  fiction,  nonfiction,  periodicals, 
music,  and  film  in  a  variety  of  fomiats,  and  across  a  range 
of  ages  and  abilities  that  address  the  needs  of  the  various 
audiences  within  the  community. 

2.  To  provide  support  for  literacy  and  life-long  learning. 

3.  To  provide  a  broad  range  of  services  in  a  safe,  comfortable, 
accessible,  secure  and  efficient  library  setting. 

4.  To  plan,  develop,  manage,  and  fund  a  building  project  to 
fulfill  the  20-year  projected  needs  of  the  library  as  detailed 
in  the  Library  Building  Program. 

The  Library  Building  Program  identifies  library  needs, 
conforms  to  accepted  library  standards,  and  plans  for  sufficient  and 
flexible  space  to  meet  community  needs.  The  Scituate  Town  Library 
applied  for  a  Public  Library  construction  Grant  through  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners.  After  funding  was 
approved  during  Town  Meeting  for  a  feasibility  study,  Johnson  & 
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Roberts  Associates  Architects  were  hired  to  design  schematic 
drawings  that  include  library  renovations  and  a  two-story  addition. 
The  Scituate  Town  library  is  currently  ranked  seventh  on  the  state 
funding  wait  list  and  we  anticipate  funds  to  become  available  by  2015. 
Details  of  the  project  can  be  found  at  the  library  as  well  as  on  the 
library  website.  The  Library  Board  of  Trustees,  The  Scituate  Library 
Foundation,  and  The  Friends  of  the  Library  are  all  committed  to  The 
Library  Building  Program. 


The  library’s  two  non-profit  volunteer  organizations  continue 
to  work  hard  to  support  our  goals  along  with  the  library  staff.  The 
Friends  of  the  Library  organize  semi-annual  book  sales  in  January 
and  August  as  well  as  an  annual  membership  drive.  Proceeds  from 
these  ventures  fund  museum  passes,  support  the  rental  book 
collections  and  sponsor  enrichment  programs. 

The  Scituate  Library  Foundation  orchestrates  an  annual 
Gala  Dinner  Dance  and  Auction.  The  Friends,  The  Foundation  and 
The  Trustees  are  working  in  collaboration  to  support  our  library 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  Scituate  community  in  the  21st  Century 
through  awareness  and  fundraising  for  The  Library  Building  Program. 


The  Scituate  Town  Library  is  open  7  days  a  week  for  59.5 
hours  from  October  through  April.  May  through  September  the 
library  is  open  6  days  a  week  for  a  total  of  56  hours.  Our  circulation 
and  visitors  continue  to  grow.  On  any  given  day,  the  library  is  a 
bustling  place  and  the  programs  are  always  well  attended. 

We  are  enormously  proud  of  the  library’s  community  outreach 
programs  which  are  designed  to  appeal  to  diverse  audiences.  The  3  rd 
Annual  Volunteer  Expo  provided  non-profit  organizations  with  the 
opportunity  to  recruit  potential  volunteers.  Town  librarians  partnered 
with  the  school  department  to  teach  students  critical  research  skills 
involving  website  navigation,  database  searches,  and  other  library 
resources.  The  Scituate  Art  Associate  sponsors  the  “Meet  the  Artist’’ 
series  and  oversees  the  scheduling  of  art  exhibits  in  the  New  Book 
Room  gallery.  The  Stellwagen  Bank  National  Marine  Sanctuary  hosts 
many  programs  at  the  library.  The  many  teen  volunteers  assist  with 
various  programs  such  as  Pajama  Story  Time,  Homework  club  and  the 
Latin  League.  Other  library  programs  include  Mama  Steph’s  sing 
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alongs,  various  book  discussion  groups,  author  visits,  Lego  club,  and 
knitting  group.  All  the  library  happenings  are  posted  on  our  newly 
designed  website  and  The  Scituate  Mariner  is  always  spreading  the 
library  news  as  well. 

The  Library  Board  of  Trustees  wishes  to  acknowledge  and 
thank  The  Friends  of  the  Library,  The  Library  Foundation,  the 
residents  of  Scituate,  Kathy  Meeker,  and  the  entire  library  staff. 
Working  together  we  continue  to  provide  a  wonderful  library  to  the 
entire  Scituate  community. 

Lastly,  The  Library  Board  of  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  Joey 
Von  Iderstein,  the  Children’s  Librarian,  who  retired  after  24  years  of 
exceptional  service.  We  will  miss  her  presence  at  the  library  and  wish 
her  well  in  the  next  chapter  of  her  life.

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RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  2011  Recreation  Commission  was  comprised  of  members 
Robert  McCarry,  Erik  Richman,  Stephen  Svensen,  David  Smith  and 
new  appointed  Chairman,  Christopher  Roberts.  Bruce  Wait  after 
serving  on  the  Recreation  Commission  for  six  years  stepped  down  to 
Associate  Member. 

Mr.  Wait  is  joined  by  fellow  associate  members  Jamie  Noonan, 
Ralph  Studley  and  Richard  Lane.  We  would  like  to  give  a  special 
thanks  to  Nancy  Ivas  who  stepped  down  from  the  Commission  this 
year.  Her  tireless  time  and  insightful  advice  regarding  many  issues 
will  be  sorely  missed. 

The  Recreation  Department's  primary  function  is  to  provide 
recreational  programming  and  opportunities  to  the  residents  of 
Scituate. 

The  department  runs  approximately  330  programs  per  year. 
This  entails  planning,  staffing  (149  seasonal  employees  as  well  as  200 
volunteers... who  volunteered  2933  hours!!)  and  registering  over  4000 
participants  per  year.  In  FY  TO  we  had  32,000  attendees  for  which  we 
were  responsible.  We  programmed  7124  hours  (an  average  of  137 
hours  of  programming  per  week).  Our  programs  are  100%  self- 
supported  through  user  fees.  The  user  fees  not  only  pay  for  all 
associated  costs  with  each  program  but  also  support  the  department 
(i.e.:  office  supplies,  office  machinery,  seasonal  salaries,  etc...)  In 
2011,  the  Department  implemented  a  much  anticipated  software 
program  called  ActiveNet  to  improve  our  program  registration 
process.  ActiveNet  is  available  to  Town  residents  to  register  for 
programs  and  reserve  recreational  facilities  such  as  the  fields  from  the 
comfort  of  their  home  24  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week  as  well  as 
improving  Department  efficiencies. 

Another  important  function  of  the  Recreation  Department  is 
the  lifeguard  services.  We  would  also  like  to  commend  the  entire 
lifeguard  staff  for  another  exceptional  season.  In  the  pre-season  we 
had  an  aquatic  expert  train  our  guards  and  the  other  Town’s 
emergency  response  departments  (Police,  Fire  and  Harbormaster)  in 
ocean  front  emergencies.  No  doubt  the  lifeguards’  certifications,  the 
pre-service  training  and  weekly  in-services  played  a  role  in  the  success 
of  this  summer!  Beaches  in  Scituate  are  staffed  from  the  end  of  June 
through  Labor  Day.  After  years  of  discussion,  we  are  thrilled  to 
announce  that  the  emergency  radio  system  for  the  lifeguards  has  been 
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upgraded  and  was  successfully  implemented.  It  is  additionally  a  more 
efficient  and  effective  system  for  the  lifeguards  to  communicate  with 
not  only  the  Harbormaster  but  for  the  first  time  they  can  radio  directly 
into  the  Recreation  Office.  The  new  system  has  met  and  exceeded  our 
expectations!  All  costs  associated  with  the  beaches  are  paid  for 
through  the  Beach  Sticker  Revolving  Account. 

An  additional  significant  role  of  the  Recreation  Department  is 
the  permitting  of  the  Town’s  17  athletic  fields,  bandstand,  in-line 
skating  rink,  tennis  courts  as  well  as  basketball  courts.  Each  permit 
requires  an  application,  along  with  a  certificate  of  insurance  naming 
the  Town  of  Scituate  as  an  additional  insured  and  if  applicable  a 
confirmation  from  the  State  that  the  organization  is  CORI  certified. 
We  are  able  to  fund  a  Field  Coordinator  (Mr.  Paul  Sharry)  position 
through  the  field  permit  fees.  We  issued  200  permits  last  year. 

Mr.  Sharry  and  the  Recreation  Commission  continue  to  work 
closely  with  the  Athletic  Director  and  the  leagues/organizations  in 
Town  to  make  sure  we  are  optimally  utilizing  our  fields,  as  well  as 
work  with  our  Public  Works  department  and  the  Community 
Preservation  Committee  on  improving  existing  fields  and  creating 
new  fields.  In,  July  2009  funds  were  received  to  build  the  much 
anticipated  softball  field  at  the  Scituate  High  School.  Unfortunately, 
due  to  some  concerns  regarding  its  location  those  plans  were  on  hold. 
In  2011,  the  Scituate  CPC  &  Town  Meeting  awarded  the  Recreation 
Commission  the  funding  for  a  new  playground  for  the  Town.  Through 
the  efforts  of  several  Town  agencies  and  our  Commission,  we  have 
developed  a  comprehensive  plan  which  will  combine  both  projects  and 
is  currently  in  the  approval  process.  By  combining  these  projects  the 
result  will  be  a  complex  that  will  alleviate  traffic  concerns  on  the  High 
School  campus,  as  well  as  improve  over  all  community  safety  while 
connecting  to  existing  recreational  facilities  (Kazlousky  Park,  P.  J. 
Steverman  In-Line  Rink,  Tennis  Courts,  Turf  field,  etc...) 

The  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation  continued  with  their 
generous  donations  to  sponsor  many  recreation  activities  throughout 
our  community.  The  Annual  Egg  Hunt,  Concerts,  the  All-Night 
Graduation  Party,  Scholarships,  Mr.  C  soccer  program,  Calls  from  the 
North  Pole  and  C.O.R.S.E.  Foundation  programs  as  well  as  Scituate 
Community  Christmas  are  just  a  few  of  the  programs  they  help 
support.  In  a  year  of  uncertain  and  trying  economic  times,  The  Friends 
of  Scituate  Recreation  were  especially  generous  by  helping  many 
families  afford  programs  they  would  not  have  been  able  to  afford 
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through  scholarships  and  aid.  We  deeply  appreciate  their  assistance 
and  generosity. 

The  Friends  of  Scituate  Recreation  and  the  Recreation 
Commission  awarded  their  first  annual  "Scituate  Recreation 
Community  Spirit  Award".  This  award  goes  to  an  individual  who  has 
significantly  contributed  his  or  her  time  to  our  community  and 
specifically  to  the  Scituate  Recreation  Department,  while 
demonstrating  good  character,  leadership  and  enthusiasm.  This  year’s 
award  went  to  Mr.  Constantine  Constantinides  for  his  years  of 
dedication  and  volunteering  to  the  youth  of  our  community. 
Constantine  not  only  met  the  criteria  but  also  has  far  exceeded  it;  in 
fact  he  has  set  the  benchmark  for  those  to  follow.  He  has  truly  made 
Scituate  a  better  place  to  live!  Because  of  his  efforts  the  award  was 
renamed  to  the:  Mr.  “C”  Community  Spirit  Award  and  may  be  found 
hanging  in  the  Recreation  Department. 

We  continue  our  relationship  and  collaboration  with  the 
C.O.R.S.E.  Foundation.  We  have  worked  to  put  together  special 
education  recreational  programs  throughout  each  season.  We  have 
continued  to  expand  the  offerings  to  now  include  All  Stars  baseball, 
All  Stars  basketball,  All  Stars  karate,  All  Stars  soccer,  All  Star 
summer  camp,  for  the  second  year  offered  "Maritime  Adventures". 
The  program  provided  specialized  instructors  and  equipment  that 
inspired  higher  function  and  fitness  for  children  and  adults  of  all 
disabilities  through  safe  entry  to  high-challenge  sports.  Participating 
students  were  non-ambulatory,  non-verbal  and  did  not  necessarily 
know  how  to  swim.  The  participants  learned  how  to  windsurf,  to 
Hawaiian  Outrig,  to  canoe  and  to  sail.  Had  these  students  not  been 
given  this  amazing  opportunity  they  would  have  otherwise  been 
sidelined  as  observers  and  perhaps  never  have  been  able  to  have 
experience  and  enjoyed  Scituate's  finest  recreation  resource... the 
ocean/harbor! 

Another  new  program  that  we  were  proud  to  partner  on  was  the 
"Teen  All  Stars  Extreme".  It  was  a  pilot  summer  program  that  was 
very  well  received.  Participants  enjoyed  a  variety  of  activities  that 
were  geared  towards  building  teen-based  social  interactions.  Summer 
Extreme  ran  for  one  week  for  teens  ages  13+.  All  activities  enjoyed 
by  participants  provided  facilitative  assistance  for  teens  identified  with 
learning  disabilities  or  special  needs.  The  program  was  a  combination 
of  summer  field  trip  experiences  and  on-site  group  activities. 
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Our  Department  and  the  C.O.R.S.E.  Foundation  were 
presented  the  Massachusetts  Recreation  &  Park  Association  Annual 
State  Award  for  Excellence  in  the  Field  of  Program  Outreach  in  March 
2011  for  our  work  together! 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  the  staff  we  do  and  the  support  that 
surrounds  our  department.  We  are  committed  to  continue  to  meet  the 
recreational  needs  of  the  residents  of  Scituate.  We  will  continue  to 
meet  these  needs  in  a  safest  and  most  affordable  way. 

As  always,  but  especially  now  in  these  trying  economic  times, 
we  will  continue  to  offer  the  highest  quality  programs  at  the  most 
affordable  cost  to  ensure  that  recreation  will  always  be  accessible  to 
our  citizens  no  matter  their  financial  state.  We  will  also  continue  to  up 
hold  our  department’s  mission  statement:  The  Mission  of  the  Scituate 
Recreation  Department  is  to  provide  exceptional  and  creative 
programs,  services  and  facilities  (such  as  beaches,  ball  fields  and 
playgrounds)  that  foster  community  spirit  and  involvement  while 
enhancing  the  quality  of  life  for  all  people  in  Scituate. 

On  behalf  of  all  of  us,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  tireless 
contributions  of  all  the  Town  Departments,  volunteers  and  citizens 
who  assist  us  in  our  programs,  in  addition  to  those  involved  in  other 
Town  and  youth  organizations;  it  is  due  to  all  those  efforts  that  make 
our  community  the  wonderful  place  it  is. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
Department’s  office  staff  (Maura  Glancy  &  Esther  Blacker)  for  their 
constant  dedication  and  efforts.  They  both  embraced  each  day  in  a 
positive  manner  and  have  been  essential  to  the  success  of  the 
Department.

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SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


This  was  another  very  productive  year  for  the  Scituate  Historical 
Society. 

In  May  2011,  the  Town  of  Scituate  completed  the  purchase  of  the 
Bates  House  from  Yvonne  Twomey  with  Community  Preservation 
Funds  voted  at  the  2010  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Mrs.  Twomey  was 
determined  that  the  Bates  House  would  be  preserved  for  future 
generations  and  had  offered  the  house  to  the  town  at  a  greatly  reduced 
price  in  order  to  ensure  the  long  term  preservation  of  this  important 
home.  The  Bates  House  was  built  around  1665  and  has  had  only  four 
different  families  as  owners  over  the  346  years  that  it  has  stood  at 
Scituate  Harbor.  The  house  was  the  home  of  Simeon  Bates,  the  first 
light  keeper  of  Scituate  Light.  In  their  later  years,  Abigail  and  Rebecca 
Bates,  daughters  of  Simeon  Bates,  resided  there.  The  home  was 
opened  to  the  public  for  the  first  time  with  a  special  open  house  on 
June  19.  The  home  will  be  administered  by  the  Scituate  Historical 
Society  in  the  manner  that  Scituate  Light  has  long  been  and  will  be 
open  to  the  public  each  time  all  other  historical  sites  are  open.  The 
addition  of  the  Bates  House  to  the  list  of  historical  sites  will  be  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  people  of  all  ages  to  learn  about  life  in  early 
Scituate.  All  the  stories  of  the  Harbor,  from  storms  to  Irish  mossing 
are  captured  in  the  house  as  well.  The  Scituate  Mariner  and  the 
Boston  Globe  gave  considerable  coverage  to  this  story. 


Also  in  May,  Mary  Porter  and  Carol  Miles  combined  their 
considerable  skills  in  an  exhibition  of  Life  photographer  Hansel 
Mieth's  work  on  Scituate  taken  in  1938.  These  extraordinary 
photographs  were  combined  with  those  of  Scituate  students  in  a  week 
long  exhibit  at  the  Grand  Army  Hall.  It  was  a  perfect  mix  of  the  old 
and  the  new  in  the  best  possible  setting.  Grade  after  grade  visited 
from  all  the  schools  for  a  taste  of  long  ago  and  of  right  now. 


On  July  16,  the  society  held  a  boat  cruise  tour  of  the  Cape  Cod 
Canal.  The  cruise  left  from  the  Scituate  Town  Pier  and  traveled  down 
the  coast  and  then  through  the  entire  length  of  the  canal.  It  was  an 
opportunity  for  people  to  see  the  canal  from  a  very  different 
perspective. 
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In  early  July  work  began  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  Storage 
Room  at  Scituate  Light.  The  room  had  been  badly  damaged  in  the 
coastal  storm  at  the  end  of  December,  2010.  In  August  work  began  on 
the  restoration  of  the  Utility  room  at  Scituate  Light.  The  interior  was 
taken  down  to  the  frame  and  reconstructed.  The  original  floor  boards 
were  saved  and  refinished,  the  electrical  and  plumbing  work  was 
completely  redone,  and  a  new  state  of  the  art  heating  system  was 
installed.  It  was  discovered  that  the  roof  was  leaking  and  a  new  roof 
was  also  installed.  Funding  for  the  work  came  from  Community 
Preservation  funds  as  well  as  a  $  1 0,000  contribution  from  the  society. 
The  work  was  completed  in  October  of  this  year. 

This  year  marked  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  construction  of 
Scituate  Light.  To  celebrate  this  very  important  event,  the  Scituate 
Historical  Society  held  a  dinner  meeting  at  the  Barker  Tavern  on 
September  30.  Light  Keeper  Bob  Gallagher  presented  a  fascinating 
history  of  the  lighthouse.  Much  of  the  information  and  photography  he 
used  had  never  been  seen  by  the  public.  The  Society  was  very  glad  to 
see  so  many  of  the  past  families  who  had  cared  for  the  Light  return 
and  share  in  the  celebration. 

This  year  also  marked  the  375th  anniversary  of  the  Town.  The 
Historical  Society  was  pleased  to  share  in  this  celebration  with  talks 
on  local  history  given  by  Mat  Brown,  David  Corbin,  and  Bob  Chessia 
at  the  Library  and  the  Grand  Army  Hall.  The  latter  took  advantage  of 
the  beautiful  screen  and  sound  system  installed  at  GAR  earlier  in  the 
year. 

In  October,  the  Stockbridge  Grist  Mill  was  operated  for  the  public 
for  the  first  time  in  20  years.  Also  in  October,  Lawson  Tower  saw 
solar  powered  lighting  installed  to  give  the  landmark  a  hint  of 
silhouette  all  year  round.  Thanks  are  owed  to  Mike  Walker,  to  Rich 
Hoffman,  and  to  Steve  Litchfield  for  their  efforts. 

Again  this  year  all  grade  three  classes  from  the  Scituate  schools 
visited  the  historical  sites  in  town.  We  also  had  schoolchildren  from 
many  other  school  districts  visit  us  this  year.  Scituate  is  very  fortunate 
to  have  such  a  rich  history  backed  up  with  a  wide  variety  of  historical 
sites. 
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I  am  very  fortunate  for  the  support  of  the  Society  trustees.  The 
Society  saw  two  long  serving  Trustees  retire  this  year,  Marshall 
Litchfield  and  Peter  Leavitt.  They  were  tireless  workers  on  behalf  of 
Scituate's  History.  I  am  also  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  many 
volunteers  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  and  for  that  of  town  officials  and 
town  residents.  Thank  you  all.

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SCITUATE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Scituate  Historical  Commission  is  responsible  for  the 
preservation,  protection,  and  enhancement  of  the  historical  and 
archeological  resources  in  the  Town  of  Scituate.  The  Commission 
undertakes  studies,  prepares  preservation  plans,  advises  the  Town  and 
pursues  a  range  of  other  actions  to  protect  the  community’s  historic 
resources.  The  Historical  Commission  is  subject  to  Massachusetts 
General  Law  Chapter  40  Sec.  8D. 

Highlights  of  activities  that  took  place  during  201 1  include: 

•  Organized  the  Commission  by  electing  as  Chair  -  Doug  Smith, 
Vice-Chair  -  Arthur  Beale,  Elizabeth  Miessner,  Stephen  Litchfield 
and  David  Corbin  serve  as  Commissioners.  Harvey  Gates  serves 
as  liaison  to  the  Community  Preservation  Committee. 

•  Prepared  Community  Preservation  Committee  recommendations 
and  ratings  on  applications  pertaining  to  historic  resources. 

•  Worked  with  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  on  the 
nomination  of  the  Bailey  Ellis  House  and  the  First  Baptist  Meeting 
House  for  listing  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

•  Worked  with  consultant  Martha  Lyons  and  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission  on  the  National  Register  Listing  of  the 
Union  Cemetery.

Cantwell,  the  Scituate  Historical  Society  and  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  for  solutions. 

■  Prepared  a  response  to  a  Section  106  Filing  from  AT&T  to  a 
proposed  telecommunications  facility  installation  on  Clapp  Road 
in  Scituate. 

■  Responded  to  various  inquires  by  local  citizens  regarding  historic 
structures,  burial  site  questions,  bridges,  markers,  and  buildings. 

■  In  addition,  a  partial  listing  of  historical  resources  in  the  Town  of 
Scituate  is  now  available  by  connecting  to  the  Town  of  Scituate 
web  site  and  visiting  the  Historical  Commission  web  page.

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BEAUTIFICATION  COMMISSION 


The  enthusiastic  and  hardworking  volunteers  on  the  Beautification 
Commission  have  had  a  very  busy,  productive  year.  After  the  drought 
of  2010,  we  decided  to  focus  on  building  up  the  soil  in  our  Adopt-a- 
Lots  to  encourage  stronger  plants  that  can  better  withstand  seasonal 
extremes. 

Our  plan  had  three  steps.  We  started  with  soil  tests  of  the  Adopt-a- 
Lots  to  identify  the  existing  conditions,  and  subsequently  distributed 
organic  amendments  tailored  to  the  needs  of  each,  to  correct 
imbalances,  as  recommended  by  UMass  Extention  Service.  Then,  at 
our  Spring  Kick-Off,  Caretakers  received  information  and  advice  from 
local  organic  expert  Jon  Belber  and  our  growers  about  improving  the 
soil  organically.  The  final  step  of  our  soil-building  plan  was  to  offer 
bulk  compost  to  Caretakers  for  their  Adopt-a-Lots.  We  saw  the 
results  this  summer  in  some  truly  spectacular  gardens,  and  the  effects 
will  continue  to  be  apparent  as  time  goes  on. 

Adopt-a-Lots 

There  were  some  changes  affecting  our  Adopt-a-Lots: 

•  We  eliminated  3  in  the  Harbor,  which  had  become  taken  over 
by  tree  roots,  the  competition  being  damaging  to  both  the  trees 
and  the  plants.  We  decided  the  trees  should  win. 

•  The  beds  at  the  entrance  to  the  Scituate  Maritime  Center  were 
accepted  into  our  program.  The  Maritime  Center  is  an 
important  Town  asset  frequently  rented  for  gatherings.  The 
Commission  felt  it  was  important  for  the  plantings  to  be 
attractively  maintained. 

•  The  Scituate  Water  Department  responded  to  our  request  for  an 
access  to  water  near  the  South  entrance  to  Cole  Parkway.  Our 
sincere  thanks  to  them  for  installing  a  convenient  spigot  for  our 
Caretakers. 

•  The  AaL  known  as  Brookside  in  Cole  Parkway  was  removed 
in  the  course  of  building  the  Harborwalk.  It  will  be  replanted 
as  part  of  the  project  after  invasive  knotweed  has  been 
removed. 
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We  ended  the  season  with  31  Adopt-a-Lots,  maintained  by  35 
Volunteer  Caretakers  of  record.  Two  A-a-L’s  do  not  have 
Caretakers  at  this  time. 

Merchant  Flowers  Program 

After  a  couple  years  of  planning,  the  Commission  was  able  to  extend 
our  Merchant  Flowers  Program  to  include  merchants  in  North  Scituate 
for  the  first  time.  Nineteen  merchants  took  advantage  of  our  program, 
sparking  a  noticeable  boost  to  the  charm  in  this  commercial  area. 
Participation  by  merchants  in  the  Harbor  was  level  at  35  merchants 
and  the  Harbor  looked  lovely  as  well.  Recognition  for  outstanding 
floral  displays  was  given  to  3  merchants  in  each  district.  Recipients 
were  selected  by  a  group  made  up  of  townspeople  and  some  of  our 
vendors. 


Ship  Shape  Day 

Fine  weather  and  great  publicity  brought  out  citizens  in  record 
numbers  on  Ship  Shape  Day.  Once  again  Sustainable  Scituate  joined 
us  to  draw  attention  to  sorting  recyclable  materials  from  the  collected 
trash.  Of  the  ten  tons  of  trash  picked  up  by  volunteers,  more  than  half 
was  identified  as  recyclable.  We’re  gratified  by  the  continuing  public 
response  to  this  initiative  to  remove  litter  from  our  streets  and  public 
spaces,  and  by  their  commitment  to  recycle  as  much  as  possible. 


Other  Initiatives 

We  were  pleased  to  be  able  to  install  four  trees  between  Town  Hall 
and  the  Police  Station,  which  will  eventually  screen  the  cell  tower  and 
enhance  the  campus-like  feel  of  the  grounds.  We  look  forward  to 
seeing  the  magnolias  bloom  in  the  spring  and  to  a  day  when  a 
beautiful  linden  hides  the  cell  tower. 


I  want  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Commission,  each  of  whom  makes  a  vital  contribution  to  achieving 
our  goals.  All  of  our  accomplishments,  past  and  future,  happen 
because  of  their  commitment  to  fulfilling  our  mission:  “To  enhance 
the  beauty  of  Scituate  through  planting  and  maintaining  selected 
public  spaces,  using  community  resources.”

Financial  application  and  database,  File  Servers,  and  all  other 
application  servers  have  been  upgraded  from  deprecated  hardware  and 
applications  to  current  standard  Server  2008R2  infrastructure  and  SQL 
2008R2  database. 

Creation  and  implementation  of  a  program  to  track  and  ease  the 
distribution  of  Beach  &  Transfer  Station  stickers. 
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There  have  been  many  other  changes  during  the  past  year  in 
technology  within  the  town  and  various  departments.  This  level  of 
transformation  does  not  come  without  disruption.  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  departments  of  the  Town  of 
Scituate  for  their  patience  and  understanding  during  this  process.  In 
addition,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Advisory  Council,  and  Technology  Committee  for  their 
support  and  vision  for  this  role  going  forward.
